Trucks Garaged As Shortage Worsens 


The town since last Friday has faced the 
Possibility that in the event a major snow 
storm struck there would not be enough 
gasoline to fuel snow fighting equipment. 

} Highway superintendent Robert G. 
O'Brien told an emergency meeting of the 
Emergency Energy Crisis Committee last 
Friday morning: 

“Thave 2,000 gallons (of gasoline) on hand. 
We would go through that in 24 hours if there 
were a major snow storm between now and 
Wednesday." 

O’Brien said hls department would then be 
out of fuel through normal usage. 

O’Brien said as result of the worsening fuel 
situation, he had ordered the Highway 
Department pumps locked to prevent any 
gasoline from being taken. 

The emergency committee, composed of 
town department heads, indicated the end of 
each month will probably see similar shor- 
tages in gasoline and departments should be 
prepared. 


Panic Buying 


All unnecessary use of town vehicles was 
halted last week. O'Brien said he had garaged 
trucks In his department and halted the 
hauling of garbage to Carlisle until the town 
received a new supply of gasoline, expected 
this week, 

The police and fire chiefs said some 
vehicles in their departments had been 
garaged until the town recelved more 
gasoline. Both the Fire and Police Depart- 
ments use gasoline storage tanks separate 
from Highway Department tanks. 

As of last Friday, the Fire Department's 
1,000-gallon tank had 581 gallons of gasoline. 

The Police Department also had a supply 
of gasoline on hand. “We would be willing to 
loan other departments gasoline in an 
emergency situation,‘ Chief Edward F. 
Bowler said. ‘‘As of today (Friday) we're in 
pretty good shape. We will continue to curtail 
motor vehicle use until other town depart- 
ments are straightened out.” 

out.” 


The Police Department later that day 
received a gasoline delivery it had been ex- 
pecting. 

Other town department heads indicated 
they had taken their vehicles off the road 
during the current shortage. The Water and 
Sewer Department, for example, had 50 
gallons on hand. Its workers were repairing a 
broken hydrant Friday. 

Except for similar emergency repairs—in 
the Highway Department as well as Water 
and Sewer—town workers were given inside 
duties in an effort to keep vehicles off the 
highways. 

Town comptroller James Costello told the 
emergency committee meeting at Town Hall 
that in an emergency departments could 
purchase gasoline from filling stations as long 
as they documented the need. 

Selectmen Chairman Arthur Dunbar told 
the committee the Board of Selectmen in- 
tends to fight any gasoline allocation for 
municipalities. 


Customer Buys 25 Cents Worth Of Gas 


Attendants at Winchester's service 
stations pretty well pumped their gasoline 
tanks dry last Friday and again on Monday as 
customers lined up for blocks. First news 
reports had indicated gas stations across the 
state would go on vacation to protest 
government policies on retail prices of 
gasoline. 

Ken Binding of Ken's Mobil Station said, 
“They're crazy,” referring to the gasoline 
distributors who plan to close. ‘It won't do 
any good. Everyone knows the problem and 
cl the government won’t do anything about 
t" 

A spokesman at the Turner Sunoco Station 
on Main Street, referring to the state group, 
said, “I didn't join them last time and won't 
this time. I'll try to give gas to the public as 
long as I have it.‘““ 

Tom Wheaton of the Wheaton Texaco 
pate said he would close ‘‘if everyone else 

oes,” 

Nick Tierno of the Theater Mobil Station 
said, ‘‘Nobody has approached me. All I know 
is what 1 read in the papers.” 

Elliot Eason of Keenan Citgo said he 
doesn't know what he'll do - he'll make that 
decision when the times comes. 

And Paul Reardon of Reardon's Texaco 
said, ‘I’m not union and don't expect to follow 
their lead.” 

Meanwhile, Winchester residents were not 
taking chances and tried to get as much gas 
as possible. Eason of the Keenan Citgo said he 
had three men steadily pumping gas on 
Monday morning. Though they held to a $5 
limit, the average buy was between $2-$3 
since most people had filled up on Friday, He 
even had one customer who bought 25 cents 
worth; another, 75 cents.

For High School 
PBC Seeks 


Standing firm on the principle that money 
spent by the town should be spent only as 
directed by town meeting and not shifted 
from cone budget or appropriation to another, 
town controller James Costello still refuses to 
pay for $14,000 warth of library books for the 
Winchester High School out of the 1972 school 
budget. 


As a result, Permanent Building Com- 
mittee (PBC) Chairman Robert S. Frank 
expects to ask town meeting al a special or 
the annual session for additional funds for the 
books. 

Al the same time, PBC will seek money for 
unexpected expenses not covered in the 
original bid and contingency fund for the 
more Lhan $13 million high school project. For 
example, Frank says $4,500 is needed to 
provide emergency lighting for a certain 
section of the boys locker room. Also, stage 
lighting lies on a floor at the high school 
because there is no money to pay for in- 
stallation. 

This action came after almost three hours 
of open airing recently at the town hall among 
Frank Costelfo, the Board of Selectmen ahd 
Schoot Commitlee members Harriet 
Dieterich, Stephen Parkhurst and Richard 
Lawrance. 

The problem of paying the library books 
has been one of long-sLanding debate. Costello 
and the School Committee agree the hooks 
are needed at the high school and should be 
purchased. 

And all, including Frank, seem lo agree 
thal the books were expected to have been 
paid for out of leftover contingency funds. 

Bul, there is to be no leftover money In the

In their desire to get library books into the 
schcol and to help PBC, the School Committee 
voted (o use $14,000 surplus from the 1972 
school budget to buy books, Last March they 
began sending bills for such books to the town 
controller for payment asking charges be 
Wade against the 1972 school budget.

Until the building has been paid for and

Kenneth Trevett, a Democrat, said, ‘I am 
giving the whole thing serious consideration.” 
The 26-year-old employee of the 
Massachusetts Youth Services Department 
has run twice against Chadwick. 

This time he could face primary opposition 
from Samuel Rotondi, a 27-year-old lawyer. 
Trevett in 1972 had no opposition in the 
Democratic primary. 

Rotondi said of the possibility he may 
enter the race: “I am giving it some con- 

sideration, I haven't made any definite 
plans." He sald he would decide following the 
March town election.

Mouth-To-Mouth 
Resuscitation 


Fire Chief I. Francis Amico 
has provided this 13-article 
series on fire prevention and 
emergency procedures in the 
interest of greater safety in 
Winchester. 

This is article No. 11 in the 
series on fire prevention and 
handling emergency situations 
which could involve your 
calling the fire department for 
assistance. 

Mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation should be taught 
toevery member of the family, 
for reasons I will explain. 
Mouth-te-mouth resuscitation 
is the use of one’s own breath to 
revive someone who is unable 
{o breathe for himself. It is a 
very old form of life-saving. An 
example of its use can be found 
in the Bible in 11 Kings 4:34, 
when Elisha revives an un- 
conscious child by blowing into 
its lungs. 

Though most have heard of 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation, 
everyone does not realize the 
importance of time lapse, from 
discovery of the need for 
moulh-to-mouth and actually 
starting its application. 
Examples of when to use 
mouth-to-mouth are drowning, 
electric shock, heart attack 
when victim has stopped 
breathing, carbon monoxide 
poisoning or asphyxiation fram 
any cause. 

When a person has stopped 
breathing, for any reason, his 
chances for being saved from 
death reduce rapidly over the 
first five minutes period after 
breathing has stopped. If 
resuscitation is provided the 
victim within 3 minutes, his 
chances of survival are 
already down to 75 percent. 

When four minutes have 
passed, since breathing 
stopped, chances of saving the 
life are down to 50 per cent. At 
five minutes the victim has 
only a 25 per cent chance of 
revival! 

Obviously, when so short a 
time is so important, there is 
no lime for reading in- 
structions, panicking, or delay 
for any reason! Therefore, if 
each and every member of the 
family has been trained in 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation, 
the delay in its application in 
ease of a family emergency 

should be minimal. 

Whenever occasion arises 
for mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation the very first 


thing to do is summon help by 
calling the fire department, If 
you are the only conscious 
person present in the home, 
you can readily see the im- 
portance of having the fire 
department telephune number

In this event, be sure you 
give your name and street 
number, along with nearby 
cross-streets before you hang 
up the phone. Of course, if 
there is another person 
present, other than the victim, 
have him do the telephoning 
while you start mouth-to- 


mouth. 
Learn to administer mouth- 


to-mouth resuscitation 
properly through actual 
practice on other members of 
the family. Hold family 
training sessions until you are 
certain everyone knows how 
to give mouth-to-mouth and the 
importance of giving it 
quickly! Remember, panic is 
the greatest enemy of the 
family in emergency 
situations. In-the-home 
training for the family reduces 
the chance of panic! Everyone 
should learn that wringing 
one’s hands in case of 
emergency serves no purpose! 
Proper application of first aid 
measures saves tives! 

Next week we will talk 
aboul emergency first aid for 
severe burns.

books out of the existing contingency fund or 
from additional funds which would be ap- 
propriated by town meeting. 

To “bury the cost’ of the books in their 
budget, the School Committee is giving 
townspeople an inaccurate accoynt of the 
total high school cost, he notes. 


At the recent discussion on the issue, at 
which time the School Committee was 
seeking opinion from Selectmen and Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall, Costello stood his 
ground as a public official saying the bills will 
not be paid out of the school budget under his 
signature. 

On a question from Selectman Arthur 
Dunbar, who was PBC chairman previous to 
Frank when the high school project was 
beginning, Costello said ‘‘yes" he would pay 
for the books out of the school budget {f they 
were for the Washington School since the 
Washington School is under the charge of the 
School Committee.

Selectman Lawrence Smith spoke to the 
issue of transferring money from specific 
categorical budgets such as from personal 
services to the expense budget. His view was 
that “historically such shifting has not been 
practiced.” He said ‘‘If there is a surplus it 
should be returned to surplus and if there's a 
deficit, go to the Reserve Fund. Follow the 
pattern of the past,"’ he advised. 

After selectmen suggested the School 
Committee go to the Finance Committee and- 
or Town Meeting, Parkhurst said, “What tf 
Town Meeting doesn't go along?” 

Smith said possibly he (Smith) has more 
faith in the Town Meeting and their un- 
derstanding of the problems. He said PBC 
should do the asking.

Assistant Superintendent William Clark was 
involved which gave a different picture. 
Frank said SBAB considers “the source 
(where the money comes from) is not their 
domain." 


After being given all the facts, Costello 
said, SBAB asked “Why doesn't PBC finish 
the job it was charged to do?” 

Following the town hall meeting Costello 
told The Star that the SBAB representative 
had said at the outset, ‘Let's recognize first 
of all that Costello is the controller in Win- 
chester and therefore sets the procedure for 
paying bilis in the town.” 

Costello told the town hall assemblage that 
SBAB noted,"'So long as all was acceptable by 
the town controller the state would accept the 
town's request for reimbursement.” 

But even though he acknowledges state aid 
will not be held back, Costello still feels he 
cannot approve bills for the project if they are 
to be paid from school budgets. “If they had 
their way they wouldn't tolerate this kind of 
situation, but they will not pass judgement, 
Costello said of SBAB. 

Frank and Costello both pointed out there 
is no limit to the total cost the state will 
consider for reimbursement as long as the 
“overall scape of the project doesn't change. 
Frank said “They (projects of this type) can 
remain open for years.” 

A third major topic of the discussion, 
considered by Frank to be paramount, was 
the waiting book venders who are “upset.” He 
said ‘They supplied books in good faith’ and 
the bills should be paid. “Our credit rating is 
being jeopardized."” 

Selectman John Sullivan agreed “It’s not 
good business to keep them walting for thelr 
money.” 

» Costello said he was “always getting the 
poor vender bit’’ noting he ‘‘can't lose sleep 
over it."” te 

He pointed to the school budgets for the 
fiscal years 72, 73-74 and the contemplated 75

Mrs. Dieterich and Parkhurst shook their 
heads in disagreement Mrs. Dieterich said 
the School Committee was Interested in 
getting book bills paid.

article requesting $100,000 to pay for books 
and other expenses for the high school, 

Frank said he couldn't guarantee he 
wouldn't need to go back to town meeting in 
April of 1975.

The year of the energy crisis has brought 
fo town a variation on hilherto standard 
forms of holiday entertaining. To the long list 
of cacktail parties, brunches, buffets and 
smorgasbords can now be added siphoning. 


Closely related ta the omnipresent 
“happening” of a few years back, siphoning 
occurs sponluneously, without benefit of 
invitation and somewhat like a block party, 
attracts observers and advisers from up and 
down the street.

Qld buckets, plastic wastebaskets and 
garden sprinklers are gathered to catch the 
precious liquid and the entire group dons 
coyts and mufflers and forms a procession to 
witness the siphoning itself. 


The tube is slid silently and ceremoniously 
into the gas lank of the donor, the baster is 
squeezed tentatively a few times for suction 
and everyone waits in silence for the slurp 
that indieales suction has begun. Then the 
group is rewarded by the trickle of pungent 
vapor into a waiting receptacle. 


Inevitably a crowd has by now assembled-- 
the curious and the helpful. Waiting in the 
cold is made more pleasant by neighborly 
greetings and exchanges of holiday 
pleasantries. Under a sparkling winter sky, 
with brilliant moon and silhouetted pines, the 
observer corps keeps watch while the siphon 
slowly does its noble deed. 


As the container is filled and transferred to 
the thirsting car across the street, a cheer 
arises from all assembled who then continue 
their revelry within warmer quarters over 
vapors more potable and less scarce than the 
transferred petrol.

If you've been feeling uneasy lately and 
don't know why or if problems in the home 
have seemed intensified. blame it on 
Kohoutek. 

Astrologer Frances Sakoian of Arlington 
tells me that the comet Kohoutek now nearing 
the earth is responsible for some of the 
malaise of recent weeks. 

“Kohoutek intensifies everything," she 
said last week when I talked to her in her 
home. Bul these negative influences will pass 
away shortly as the comet leaves earth's 
atmosphere 

I have known Frances for aboul five years 
and am impressed wilh her knowledge of 
astrology. which is a mixture of science and 
arl. and how she uses it to help people. 

t thought it would be kind of fun to print 
her thoughts on the new year which she has 
ascertained by anyalyzing the planetary 
configurations for the United States. 

Mrs. Sakoian, who has appeared on 
lelevision and has lectured extensively, 
thinks 1974 will be a much better year than 
most of us feel at the moment. ‘‘Everyone 
expects a recession,’’ she said. “But 1974 is 
going to be much betler than expected.” 

She thinks this because Jupiter is trine 
Saturn—both business planets. A trine is a 
favorable aspect. 

By the end of the year, however, the U.S. 
crops will be unfavorably affected in some 
way and there will be economic problems 
involving foreign countries. Money will be 
shori, she said, and the young people “‘are in 
‘for a rude awakening. They are not going to 
be able to attend schools like they used to." 
That’s because of the shortage of money. 

Mrs. Sakoian studied President Nixon's 
natal chart and has some comments on 
what's ahead for him. He has two critical 
periods coming up: Jan. 8-Jan. 23 and April 6- 
20. “If he passes through them he’ll be okay.” 

Frances never lets her own politics in- 
fluence her astrological readings. She said 
Nixon's destiny will be determined by what 
happens in those twe critical periods. 

“This is a crisis time in his life. He has in 
his aspect [he moon, which rules our un- 
conscious, in [rine wilh Pluto. This gives him 
courage and determination to overcome 
obslacles."’ This aspect also gives him his 
spiritual and materia! success, she said. 

“He would know that thoughts are 
powerful and therefore keep his own mind 
positive. He is able to plan hi8 actions and 
make them productive....He’s a slrategist.”’ 

Mrs. Sakoian doesn't feel the President 
will be impeached because those who would 
see him impeached will go down with him. 
She feels members of Congress are guilty of 
considerable wrongdoing. 

Unfortunately she asked me not to print 
another thoughl she had about President 
Nixon. Not because she fears she may be 
wrong (she never worries about that) but 
because she feels thoughts are strong in- 
fluences. Sa (il leave that in the back of my 
mind 

Some of her other thoughts: 

—*Until the end of 1974 we will be under 
constant pressure from foreign currency. We 
are already under that pressure but people 
might not know it. 

“From now until the end of 1975 there 
can be foreign military involvement (by the 
U.S.). We've got to be very, very careful not 
to get sucked into the Middle East. 


—'In February and March of 1975 the 
Russians will arm the Arabs and we'll arm 
the Israelis. But we (the people) won't know 
about it. 

—“‘Our nation is going to have all kinds of 
health problems. There is great danger from 
transporting radioactive material that could 
affect the health of our country. 

—"Starting in July, 1974, there will be 
problems with friendly nations that can affect 
money, the oil embargo and contracts. 
Agreements with friendly nations will be 
broken. . 

—"'Mid July, August and September there 
will be a shortage of raw material that could 
affect the earning power of the country. The 
fear factor will take over. It will affect the 
market.”’ The fear factor, she said, will be 
stronger than the actual problems. 

—"Gold. We don't have it. Other countries 
won’l gouge us too much. They're afraid if we 
go down they'll go down too. 

—“In 1974 we could be laying the ground 
for global war. There is a chance of germ 
warfare by 1980." 

She said that research for this germ 
warfare is now going on. 

She also said the new year will see the 
development of new power technology. 
“Sewage could be turned into fuel—methane 
gas. Water could be sent down into the earth 
and we'd get back steam.”

Mrs. Sakoian emphasizes [that the stars 
“do not compel, they impel.... Whatever 
we're doing this year about the conditions is 
laying the groundwork for what will happen 
later. So we should proceed with caution and 
work for the greatest good of all concerned 
and not for selfish interest."” 

Whal happens in 1974 is not going to affect 
a few ‘‘but the whole world. These things need 
not happen. They could happen, because of 
planetary vibrations.” 

She compared the study of astrology to a 
blizzard. *‘You should be prepared. Or you 
can go out improperly dressed and get 
pneumonia." 

Mrs. Sakoian’s book, ‘‘The Astraloger’s 
Handbook,” is in its fifth printing. It will soon 
be published in Great Britain and Germany.

A storeroom at the Middlesex County 
Hospital is said to contain 1,200 cartons of 
vanilla extract. 

According to Middlesex County Com 
snissioners S. Lester Ralph, chairman, and 
Paul Tsongas, the excess supply of vanilla 
came before the appointment of Bernard J 
Hennessy of Sudbury as purchasing agent for 
the county. 

Before Hennessy’s appointment to the new 
position, there were over 75 independent 
purchasing agents buying for Middlesex 
County facilities. Previously each deparl- 
ment head was responsible fer buying sup- 
plies, the commissioners said. 

Commissioner Ralph pointed to over-buy 
of materials as a “misuse and “inef- 
ficiency" rather than a problem of "abuse." 
By misuse, he explained, that individual 
department heads often over-bought while 
other depariments were re-ordering the same 
Materials. And many ordered items go 
unused, like the vanilla extract.

County Court 
House Set To 


The Middlesex County Court House, nine 
years in the making and the topic of con- 
siderable controversy, is expected to be 
partially opened on Feb. 19. 

The announcement was made last week by 
County Commissioner S. Lester Ralph, 
chairman, who also is the mayor of 
Somerville. 

The $45 million structure, which was 
begun in 1965, is expected lo be partially 
occupied by personnel from some of the 
offices now located in the old court house. The 
move is set for the weekend of Washington’s 


birthday. 
Among the offices to be moved wiil be the 
county engineers, county treasurer, 


retirement board and their staffs, the county 
commissioners and the probation offices of 
the Superior and Third District Courts. 

The February move will nol include the 
jail or house of correctiqn, which, according 
to Sheriff John Buckley, still has ‘a good 
many bugs to be worked out,"’ He refers to 
certain fire protection and means of egress in 
case of fire for jail residents who eventuaHy 
will be housed on top floors of the 20-story 
facility. 

While the building will open on Feb. 19, 
there are no provisions for parking other than 
what is presently in the area. 

Edward J. Tedesco of Winchester is ar- 
chitect for the structure.

State Fire Marshal 
Issues New Rules 
For Gas Storage 


State Fire Marshal Josepn G. Sneider has 
issued restrictive regulations concerning the 
use, distribution, storage, and transportation 
of gasoline. 

Because of the energy crisis, and the 
closing of gasoline stations on Sunday, many 
motorists have purchased various types of 
gasoline containers to carry additional fuel in 
car trunks, the chief notes. Others set up 
reservoirs in their homes and garages for the 
same purpose. Both these practices are 
dangerous and are now prohibited under the 
new emergency regulations. 

Also no person shall sell a container of 
more than seven gallons capacity, for the 
transportation of gasoline, or dispense 
gasoline into such a container unless the 
container has been approved by the state fire 
marshal or a nationally recognized testing 
laboratory such as  Underwirters 
Laboratories or Factory Mutual Research. 
Each container must bear the label of the fire 
marshal or the testing laboratories. 

Approved containers used for tran- 
sportation of gasoline shal! not exceed seven 
gallons. and the maximum amount tran- 
sported shall not exceed 14 gallons. The 
gasoline must be in an open vehicle, or in a 
compartment of a closed vehicle separated 
from the passengers. 

Sneider warned the public that gasoline 
should not be stored in habitated buildings or 
attached home garages. No more than seven 
gallons of gasoline may be stored in 
uninhabited buildings. 

Sneider cautioned the public that 
violations of gasoline transportation rules 
could resulf in a fine of $1,000 or im- 
prisonment of not more than one year or both. 
He asked public cooperation in preventing the 
needless tragedy which could result from non- 
compliance with these safety measures. 

Tests of containers at the state laboratory 
showed most of the cans on the market leaked 
under pressure, had weak handles that broke 
off easily, or cracked under the drop test. 

A plastic gas can called “Jerry Jug'’ anda 
metal one put out by the Kant Korrode Co., 
and a Sears Roebuck can with a national 
laboratory safety mark were said to be the 
only containers passed in local tests.

Ree. Strah Named To Post In Conn. 


By Ruth Flas 


The Rev, Michaet S. Strah, minister of the 
Second Congregational Church, 473 
Washington st., will leave Winchester Feb. 1 
when he and his family move to Bethel, Conn., 
where he will become minister of the First 
Congregational Church in Danbury. 

He has been in Winchester since August, 
1970, where besides being a full time minister 
he worked on his doctorate degree in social 
ethics at the Boston University School of 
Theology. He has completed his classwork 
and is, writing his dissertation. 

Rev. Strah grew up in Iowa, He attended 
Northwestern University, majoring in speech 
with a minor in philosophy and psychology. In 
1962 he entered the Chicago Theological 
Seminary, where he received a traveling 
fellowship, a scholastic honor award allowing 
him to continue his studies in three to five 
years, 

In 1966 Rev. Strah accepted a call to 
hecome minister at the Colonial Church in 
Prairie Village. Kansas, a suburb of Kansas 
City. Three years later he became a full time 
student at Boston Universily, From this 
Position he accepted the church in Win- 
chester. 

During his stay in Winchester, Strah was 
active in the Peace Committee, a three-year- 
old association whose goal was to make the 
public aware that they were unknowingly 
supporting the Vietnam War, to make them 
aware of the ways in which they could work 
for peace and to seek positive ways to in- 
fluence the government. 

The commitice is not primarily church 
affiliated although it started at a peace fair at 
St. Eulalia’s Church. A majority of the 
members are from St. Eulalia’s. Rev. Strah 
says this ‘speaks well for the professional 
leadership of the church since the clergy 
there has encouraged Peace Committee 
activities.” 

For a year the committee held a weekly 
vigil at McCall Junior High School. They later 
moved to {he War Memorial by the Town Hall 
and continued there until Nov., 1972. This past 
year a main activity was to appear at the 
town dump twice « month to hand out anti- 
war malerial. 

The Winchester Peace Committee is one of 
few such organizations that is still active. It 
has sponsored several public forums such as 
the one on Dec. 6 when Noam Chomsky spoke 
on Henry Kissinger's foreign policy. 

The commiltee took part in an all-day 
celebration of the Boston tea party at 


Burlington Mall on Dec. 15 where they served 
several thousand cups of tea and passed out 
Ilerature on the bi<entennial. 

In recent months the committee. has 
continued to stress the political prisoner 
issue. Il has tried to make people aware that 
prisoners in North Vietnam are supported by

U. S, tax dollars in direct violation of the 
peace treaty. 

A short while ago Winchester Peace 
Committee began working with the Peopte's 
Bicentennial Commission, a non-profit group 
making plans to celebrate the bicentennial®f 
the U.S. in 1976. This group views the 
celebratton ‘‘as a time of self evaluation, as a 
time to re-think what justice and freedom 
really mean today,” Strah said. 

Rev. Michae) Strah terms the Winchester 
Peace Committee “the most meaningful 
involvement that } have had in Winchester,” 
Its effect on the town was beneficial in that 
“many recognize the committee, and its 
meetings have had consistently good at- 
tendance,” 

Rev. Strah was active in the Winchester 
Ecumenical Association, He served as 
treasurer from 1972 to 1973, He described it as 
a “unique association’ with an open 
relationship between the ministers and 
priests. 

Rev. Strah is married to the former Joyce 
Johnson, Mrs. Strah did undergraduate work 
at Syracuse University and received a 
master's degree in social work at the 
University of Chicago. She is a socia) work 
consultant for the community resident 
program at the Walter Fernald School in 
Waltham. The Strahs have two children, 
Anne, two and one half, and David, six and 
one half. 

Rev. Strah regrets leaving the Boston area 
since he loves the history connected with it 
and enjoys living in a large metropolitan 
area. He says he will be sorry to leave the 
Winchester Fells, He and his family enjoy 
camping and hiking and own a camper 
traller.

Daylight Saving 
Makes Problem 
For Workers 


Reversion to daylight saving time is 
hindering public works employees trying to 
do their work In the dark, the selectmen heard 
Monday. 

According to Edward Donnelly, selectmen 
executive secretary, the Public Works 
Council met recently and discussed the 
possibility of beginning Highway and Street 
Department workers at 8 a.m. instead of 7 
a.m. because it is dark at 7 o'clock. 

__ Personnel have found they cannot do their 
job adequately due to lack of light, he said. 
Daylight saving time went into effect Sunday. 

Donnelly said he contacted the public 
Ibrary to get daily sun rising times. Monday, 
he said, the sun rose at 8:14 a.m. He 
suggested any change ‘‘be on a limited basis” 
possibly discontinuing on April 1 when the sun 
will rise at 6:27 a.m. 

Selectman Vito Giarrizzo felt that Feb. 4 
(sun rise, 7:57 a.m.) would be better. 

_ The whole question of whether the union 
will permit such a change and other 
ramifications should be explored, said the 
selectmen, who decided to turn the matter 
over to absent selectman John Sullivan 
asking that he return Monday with a 
recommendation. 

Further on the subject of energy, the Fi- 
nance Committee sent a memo to selectmen 
to advise “of their feelings regarding the 
gross overheating of the town hall, par- 
ticularly in the evenings.” 

Finance members said the high tem- 
peratures waste fuel and dollars, set a poor 
example for other town buildings, create an

Selectmen, Charter Races: 
Minimum Interest So Far 


Eight persons have taken out nomination 
papers for election to the two open seats this 
year on the School Committee, insuring a 
contest for that board for the first time in 
several years. 

On Tuesday, with less than 14 days 
remaining for candidates to obtain 
nomination papers, only elght persons had 
taken papers for election to the charter 
commission. 

There are nine seats to be filled by voters 
to a charter commission, The Board of 
Selectmen this week expressed its concern 
over the lack of interest in charter com- 
mission. (Another story on this page deais 
with that concern.) 

Elsie M. Nelson, town clerk, said she 
expects a ninth person to take papers for 
charter commission. 

If a ninth person does not, it was not im- 
mediately known what the result of the 
election might be ~whether the election of a 
charter board Is nullified or whether less than 
nine persons can constitute a charter board. 

If a ninth person does file papers, and no 
More than nine, then those who file their 
completed nomination papers will be a 
automatically elected charter com- 
missioners. 

There are two seats up for election to the 
Board of Selectmen and only three persons 
with nomination papers in their hands for that 
board. 

There is one moderator to be elected as 
usual and one candidate; one assessor and 
two candidates; one Board of Health member 
and one candidate. 

Also, one Cemetery Commissioner to be 
elected and one candidate; one constable and 
three candidates; two Park Commissioners 
and two candidates; one Planning Board 
member and one candidate; one library 
trustee and two candidates; and one Water & 
Sewer Board member and one candidate. 

Thus far the only seats for which there are 
no candidates are on the charter commission 
fone) and Commisston of Trust Funds (one).

The Board of Selectmen has expressed its concern that only eight persons have 
taken out nomination papers for election kp charter commission. 

Board Arthur Dunbar said he would butt/:u/sec less than nine running for the 
nine seats to be filled on the commission. 

This is the first time in history Winchester will have the possibility of electing a 
charter commission to study town government and recommend possible changes 


to the electorate. 


At the request of Selectman Lawrence T. Smith, the board decided to approach 


by telephone prospective commission candidates to urge them torun, 

Town Counse] Douglas Randall said he didn’t know what will happen if fewer 
than nine persons are elected. ‘‘I think the law is silent on that," he said. 

He said there is no legal prohibition barring present town office holders from 
running for charter commission. Persons running for reelection are also eligible to 
run, 


As with all town offices, candidates have until Jan. 24 to obtain nomination 
papers. The town clerk’s office will provide the papers. The candidate must obtain 
50 certified signatures of registered voters in Winchester.

Letter From The Editor 


This Is Your Town Too 


This section of this column this week is 
addressed to the 70 percent in {own who don’t 
vote in Winchester elections and to the 95 
percent who have never run for public office. 

First, you 70 percenters: Do you realize 
the government of Winchester year after year 
is ruled by persons who are elected by a 
minority of townspeople. Which means we 
have a minority town government. Which 
means the same persons are elected year 
after year. 

Which means things ure done the same 
year in and year out, year after year, decade 
on decade.. If your reaction is''so what, I like 
things done the same year after year" then 
next tIme you request action from the Board 
of Selectmen and they don’t do anything then 
maybe you will realize why you better get out 
and vote and change some of the faces around 
some of the tables at Town Hall. 

The government depends on you, as corny 
as it sounds. Right now is the best time to 
resolve to help your town. Read the 
statements the candidates have printed In the 
newspaper. Talk to the candidates when they 
introduce themselves around town. Take a 
moment to look at their literature. Sec who Is 
best qualified, whose philosophy best 
fepresents yours and who will spend the 
necessary time to keep your government 
running. 

Now you ninety-five percenters: Do you 
realize this is your town too? You have been 
letting other persons contro! it. Do you realize 
just how simple it is to run for office ? 

Al} you need do to run for town meeting 
member Is get a nomination paper al the town 
clerk’s office at Town Hall (that's at 71 Mount 
Vernon st.— you know that street, the one that 
runs in front of the police station) by 5 p.m. on 
Jan. 24. 

Then you have to obtain 10 valid 
signatures. This means you better get a few 
more than 10 in case someone leaves out his 
middle initial or says he 1s a registered voter 
and isn't. You have until Jan. 28 at 5 p.m. to 
submit those nomination papers to the lown 


clerk for certification. Signatures must 
exactly correspond to the signatures on the 
town clerk's voting list. 

If you obtained 10 certified signatures, 
your name goes on the ballot. Winchester is 
divided into G precincts. Each year each 
precinct elects 11 town meeting members who 
serve for three years. (There is no salary.) 
Last year there was not a single contest for 
any town meeting seat in any precinct prior to 
election day. 

For the other elected positions (u complete 
list appeared on page 1 of last week's Star), 50 
valid signatures are required. The final date 
for ‘aking out papers is Jan. 24. They must be 
turned back to the town vlerk by Jan. 28, 

Being a town official needn't be the dreary 
affair many of the incumbents have made it, 
It can be exciting and rewarding, though time 
consuming. There are so many new persons 
in Winchester, most of whom have never 
become involved in their community, that if 
this faction were \apped the town would have 
a well-needed new resource from which to 


draw, 


The town is walting for you. 

If elected politics isn't your thing. there 
are hundreds of appointed seats that are 
regularly being filled. 

There are so many appointed committees 
in Winchester that I doubt if a single person 
could name even 50 percent of them. They 
range from the Ad Hoc Center Committee to 
the Student Government Day Committee. 

There are committees like the Schoo) Bus 
Study Committee, Winter Pond Study 
Committee, Central Business District Study 
Committee (this in addition te the ad hoc

Hospital Plans To 
Move Maple Street, 


Construct Garage 


Winchester Hospital would relocate Maple 
road, demolish four houses abutting the road 
and replace its nursing quarters with a muiti- 
level parking facility under plans being 
considered. 


Atty. Willlam J. Speers, representing the 
hospital, explained for The Star details on this 
latest hospital proposal: 

The hospital would demolish the four 
houses abutting Maple rond on the westerly 
side between Ortent st. and Fairmount st. The 
hospital. has owned two of these houses ‘for 
quite a while" and bas the other two under an 
option to buy arrangement. 

The present Maple road between Oricnt st. 
and Fairmount st. would be relocated further 
westerly. Valley road (which runs between 
Highland ave. and Maple rd.) would be ex- 
tended slightly to connect with the new Maple 
rd. 

The new Valley road extension would 
connect with Orlent st. 

Russell House, the hospital's nursing 
quarters, at the corner of Fairmount st. and 
Maple rd., would be torn down. 

“So a year or two from now they would 
start construction of a multi-level (parking) 
facility,’ Speers said. The new parking 
garage would have three floors, two of them 
eut into the side of the hill. "You wouldn’t 
have a sheer wall.” The garage would ac- 
commodate 250 to 300 cara, Atty. Speers said. 


The new site would be subject to rezoning 
action. The hospita] seeks to place the site 
into a conservancy-institutional d istrict to 
make it consistent with the present hospital 
zoning. 

The hospital also seeks to acquire 22 
Highland ave., a town-owned house, for ad- 
ditional temporary parking. Atty. Speers said 
the nee would be razed, the land graded and 
paved. 


The temporary parking lot during con- 
struction of the multi-level garage would be at 
22 Highland ave. if the selectmen approve 
turning it over to the hospital. 


The hospital recently submitted a petition 
to the Board of Selectmen asking that articles 
be included in the warrant fer tha March 
annua! town meeting for approval of certain 
required changes. 

The selectmen intend to conduct a public 


hearing on the hospital plans Monday, Jan, 
21, 

Atty. Speers sald the latest hospital 
proposal came out of informal discussions 
with the Board of Selectmen and Planning 
Board. 

He said automobiles would be able to enter

the new parking facility from Maple road, 
which would be relocated at the hospital's 
expense. The land for the new Maple road 
would be given by the hospital. 

Board of Appeal approval would be 
required for certain aspects of the proposal, 
including the new zoning. 

Spears said cost of tearing down 22 
Highland ave. and building a parking lot there 
would also be borne by the hospital, The 
hospital, in addition, would pay to restore 22 
Highland ave. to its original condition, except 
for the house. 

On using 22 Highland ave., Speers said, 
“Although it may only be a short term 
solution to the hospital problem, it is no great 
bargain to the hospital." 

Speers will present the legal aspects of the 
proposal to town meeting. 

Planning Board action is required on the 
abandonment and celocation of Maple rd. 

The Board of Selectmen could transfer 22 
Highland ave. without town meeting ap- 
proval.

Grants Pay Hikes 


Five percent salary hikes were granted 
last week by the Northeast Regional 
Vocational School District school commictee 
to its major administrators, The raises follow 
the pattern set in the settlement with the 
teachers there. 

The increases were made retroactive to 
July 1, 1873. Salaries for the 1973-74 school 
year will be: 

Superintendent John Connelly, $26,250; 
deputy director Carleton Kenerson, $23,625; 
vice-principal Robert Breagy, $21,000; ad- 
ministrative assistant William Connery, 
$18,280.50; business manager Louis Sanville, 
$15,750. 

Apportionment 

Fair apportionment of assessment for 
students attending the school stili exists, 
Winchester representative Gerard P. 
Donahoe said recently. 

“We are right back where we were two 
years ago on the apportionment matter,”’ he 
told the Winchester selectmen. Donahoe was 
referring to the successful lawsuit filed by 
Winchester, Woburn, Winthrop and Wakefield 
to obtain a reapportionment. 

Winchester received about $92,000 in 
refunds because Winchester students were 
not using the seats allocated during the day 
school, 

The school has added an extended day 
program comprising 30 percent of the total 
1973-74 budget. 

“Winchester is paying for 19 seats in this 
program although only three local students 
are attending,” said Donahoe. ‘‘We are trying 
to work out a fair share apportionment but 
this may take until 1976.” 

He is urging that the town counsel look into 
the matter to be sure Winchester is being 
treated fairly. 

Donahoe expressed concern at the high 
legal fees the regional school committee was 
asked to pay for collective bargaining work. 
Legal fees have run up to $20,000 for eight 
months work on one contract with the 
teachers. Two more contracts, the custodial, 
ang the office workers, still need to be settled. 

Donahoe fold the selectmen that he has 
introduced a motion that no new contracts be 
discussed until legal fees are discussed. 


Watersheds Plan 


A new approach to water and land plan- 
ning is now underway in the Charles, Mystle 
and Neponset River Watersheds. 

Residents of the three watershed areas, 
‘including Winchester, are invited to attend a 
public workshop today at the Dedham 
Holiday Inn beginning at 8 p.m. 

Participants will have an opportunity to 
work with state and federal planners to 
spotlight local water and related land issues 
and develop priorities for solutions, prior to 
the formulation of plans. 

The planners will use citizen comments 
from these workshops in selecting alter- 
natives for long-range management of the 
watersheds’ water and land resources that is 
beyand the scope of any one agency. 

The workshop planners are part of a $3.5 
million state-federal program called the 
Southeastern New England Study (SENE). 
“The over-all goal,” according to SENE 
Study Manager Bob Kasvinsky, “is wiser use 
and protection of the area’s resources.”

The public is invited to a “house tour’ of a 
middle-class Victorian (1870-1880) house in 
Winchester. Admission is free. The home is on 
view all day, every day in the lobby of the 
Winchester Public Library. 

A creation of Chuck Burleigh, high school 
senlor who lives at 7 Sheffield rd., the house is 
a glimpse into a bygone era. 

Double front doors are opulently screened 
by heavy lace. An over-embellished front hail 
is meant to impress. There is wall to wall 
carpeting (a needlepoint reproduction made 
for Chuck by Lee Weatherby of Watertown, 4 
retired linotype operator), heavy velvet 
portieres in the parlor. 

The tone of the room is heavy and dark 
according to the fashion of the tlmes.The 
Victorian penchant for collecting is evidenced 
by the bric-a-brac and souveniers around the 
Toom. 

Burleigh, who hopes to major in en- 
vironmental design at the Parsons Schoo! of 
Design in New York, has taken 2 basic sturdy 
1920's doll house and by careful additions (the 
wing that houses the kitchen and bath) and 
astute decoration (scaled wall papers and 
authentic kitchen clutter) has created a 
period piece. 

Most of the items in the house are an- 
tiques, although the brass beds and some of 
the wall papers were bought from a firm that 
specializes in doll house furnishings. The 
parlor chairs and setteee were made in 
Germany around 1870 but the icebox, cabinet 
and soapstone sink as well as the chandelier 
in the parlor were all handcrafted by Chuck 
himself. 

The house was shown at a recent meeting 
of the Tiny Treasures Society. Other 
miniatures from Chuck’s collection, as well 
as samples and catalogs useful to the 
collector, are on display in the glass case in 
the library lobby.

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Rep. Chadwick Speaks Out: 


Selfishness, Churches, Taxes 


Legislative Ses 


Rep. Marrison Chadwick, who recently 
‘nnounced he will not seek reelection, spoke 
to The Star on highlights of the 1873 
legislature. During the interview he spoke out 
on infintion, the energy shortage and “the 
fnbric of our society.” 


The following are the observations of the 
Winchester Republican legislator: 

He does not choose to call the energy 
situation a crisis. ‘‘Farsighted people have 
seen it coming for some time. Relative to our 
present population, there Is less energy to go 
round. 

“We ure all going to have to condense our 
use of energy. 1 think there is really only one 
crisis in our country today: the moral crisis. I 
think a moral condition from ethical stan- 
dards, permissive philosophy, that exists in 
the United States constitutes a genuine crisis. 
People of the United States should really feel 
alarmed about it. It exisis nationwide,”’ 

“Watergate has crystallized the whole 
thing: the rottenness that exists in society, 
not just in government. It exists in the whole 
fabric of our society. (He described rol- 
lenness as selfishness, lying, cheating and 
sexual promiscuity. 

‘An unpopular president happened to get 
caught with it around his neck. If we were to 
open all the skeltons that exist in closets, they 
would be as bad as “Watergate.” The 
skeletons can be found In closets in the 
business world, at home and in all areas of 
society, Rep. Chadwick said. 

“Building strong character is no longer 
considered a fundamental in the educational 
system. I bemoan the fact that so many of our 
churches have become social activist 
organizations instead of preaching the gospel 
and morality,” 

As an example of selfishness, he cited the 
recent protest by the truckers in Ohio and 
several other midwestern states. ‘They have 
no desire to cooperate for the overall good of 
the people. if you don't like what the govern- 
ment does, you demonstrate. If } were the ICC 
I'd take their licenses away in no time.” 


TRANSPORTATION 


The legislature last session passed an 
oninibus package establishing to tran- 
sportalion districts in Massachusetts outside 
MBTA control. ''This ts really necessary for 
cities like Springfteld, Lawrence and Fall 
fiver to get federal money for bus service. 

“It is a voluntary arrangement. In the 
MBTA district, the stnle has agreed to pay 
half of the deficit levied on the clties and 
towns by the 'T’. This is an ongoing situation. 
The state is committing itself 10 continued 
railroad service. 

“Along with it we approved $15 million to 
be used on a matching basis with federal 
funds. They come through on a 2-for-1 basis. 
Fifteen dollars of ours produces $45. That will 
he ee primarily tor road bed and rolling 
stock.”’

INFLATION 


“I predict there will never be an end to 
inflation while the federal government, year 
after year, doesn't balance the budgel but 
continues to issue bonds. And now they have 
outstanding $400 billion in bonds. That's 
almost half a trillion dollars. Just in 
November they went in debt for $4 billion. 

‘Massachusetts is almost as bad.’' The 
state, he said, is living beyond its means. 
“Massachusetts has a $2?2 billion budget and 
still borrows money to pay for such basic 
expenses as maintenance Items. 

“This year I've filed a bill that will 
mandate program budgeting. We're using a 
line item budget that business gave up 50 
years ago. The advantage of progranr 
budgeting is we have to segregate proposed 
expenditures by major categories and then 
assign priorities to the programs within those 
entegories.” 


TAXES 


Rep. Chadwick was disappointed to see the 
collapse of the Massachusetts Tax Com- 
mission that was to have recommended an 
laternative to the property tax. He hopes the 
legislature next session at least will ap- 
propriate the necessary money to have the 
commission's report printed. 

“Our tax Jaws are in miserable shape. 
They are a patchwork quill. There has been 
no attempt over the years to equalize the tax 
burden.” For example, he cited the insurance 
pel es successfully fighting back certain

“T feel the prisoners are now coming under 
the control of the Department of Corrections 
und hope we can come out with a happy 
middle position, Personally I favor the merit 
system for prisoners who want to cooperate in 
returning to sociely. But I am not willing to do 
anything for prisoners who insist on being 
incorrigible.” 


CAMPAIGNS 


“Controls on the actlvitles of the lobbyists 
was the outstanding feature (of the session). 
But I still wonder how we're going to control 
the campaign glfts that are given in the en- 
velope under the table. I'm all for the cleanest 
campaigning. But we haven’t closed all the 
loopholes.” 


REORGANIZATION 


“The legisiature’s handling of the 
governor's reorganization was a disgrace. 
The legisiature had ample opportunity to 
improve on the legislation he submitted which 
they felt needed to be changed. But they sat 
on their hands and did nothing and now this 
situation has become a political football to the 
detriment of all the citizens. 

“A majority party in the legislature wants 
to make sure Gov, Sargent doesn't get 
eredit.”” 


TWO PARTY SYSTEM 


“Tt is necessary to strike a better balance 
as far as the two-party system is concerned.

With all the publicity given air pollution 
and the standards set by the authorities for 
the incinerator, they are overlooking other 
pollution problems like the exhaust from 
unnecessary bussing and use of a tot of 
gasoline that doesn’t help the energy 
problem. 

There are also the smokers who pollute 
themselves and the air we breathe in spite of 
the warning il may be dangerous to health. 

I have often wondered how the smoke from 
all the Winchester smokers sent up one stack 
would compare with the smoke from the 
incinerator, also if it would meet the 
minimum requirements per cubic ft. content 
for the incinerator. 

I expect each one has built-in scrubbing 
equipment that collects some of the pollutants 
but a lot of smoke and fly ash gets into the air 
considering the number of smokers and 
cigarette butts you sce around town. Still the 
smokers seem to live with it Ilke we lived with 
backyard burning for years and nature 
seemed to keep the air fit to breathe with the 
exception of an odd time when conditions 
trapped the pollution since automobiles 
became numerous. Then we had a rainstorm 
and wind and the air was clear and the stars 
sparkled again, but the way the air is being 
fouled up, it is going to take more than Geritol 
to keep healthy,

But the important thing, It 
seems to me, is that each person had his day 
in court, and then a jury of his peers decided 
what was a just and fair decision. 

A jury is a cross section of American 
citizens---a varlety of ethnic, social, economic 
backgrounds. It was interesting to observe 
decisions hammered out, each juror having 
his say. Each time the jury returned to the 
courtroom with a verdict, the judge thanked 
the jury for careful consideration and for 
reaching a just verdict. 

On the final day of the December session, 
Judge Mitchell told the jurors that it had been 
a productive session—-33 cases settled, 20 of 
them in the court room. He thanked isi for 
being willing to serve. 

To me, jury duty was a challenging and 
interesting experience, and I look forward to 
serving again whenever called. I recommend 
it to my fellow citizens.

If you are new in town and would like to 
run for office, don't let those comments phase 
you. We should welcome new people running 
for office and getiing involved in their 
community. For too long too few people have 
borne the burden of holding office. 

{also hear comments that so-and-so is too 
young lo run for this or that. But if we wait 
until the young people get the experience 
some feel is necessary then they won't be 
young any longer. And we need some young 
voices on our boards. The young are entitled 
to representation. 

In fact, considering their number, “the 
young are very much under-represented 
among Winchester's committees and boards. 
This doesn’t necessarily indicate their willful 
exclusion by appointing authorities, but 
rather the apathetic attitude to community 
service among so many young persons. 

Women, too, are grossly  un- 
derrepresented. Making up at least half of the 
population, they account, by my own 
whitnsical tabulation, for about 10 percent of 
office holders. Let's get out there, women, 
and get those signatures.

There is at least one person interested in 
changing the way candidates are listed on the 
Winchester ballot. Under the present 
arrangement a candidate for reelection is 
listed first. Not only that, he gets the word 
“incumbent”’ next to his name. 

That seems i double unfair advantage and 
one designed to automatically reelect in- 
cuments, And voters do select incumbents 
and those listed first as evidenced by the 
automatic reelection of the first 11 names 
listed in each precinct for town meeting. 

Why should incumbents be given an ad- 
vantage? It seems to me if an office hatder 
hasn't gotten his name across to voters in the 
three years he has held office then he doesn’! 
deserve to be reelected. 

One person I talked to thinks the fair way 
to list candidates would be by the date they 
took out nomination papers, the first taking 
out papers listed first. 

Al least the town should do what other 
communities have done and have candidates 
pick ballot position by chance, usually by 
picking a number out of a hat.

Vandalism 


Committee To Fight 


After spending more than $20,000 for 
vandalism out of the 1973 school budget, the 
School Committee notified the Board of 
Selectmen recently of its desire to reduce sch- 
ool vandalism and to hear more about an 
auxiliary police department program to fight 
vandalism. 


According to Executive Secretary Edward 
Donnelly, the auxiliary police department 
plan, if adopted, would be patterned after an 


ongoing plan in Woburn where auxiliary 
policemen patrol in the vicinlty of schools and 
schoal playgrounds during evenings. 

Donnelly said if a similar plan were 
adopted in Winchester it would come under 
Wilbur Otis, civil defense director, and his 
team of auxiliary policemen. 

He said further many, things would have to 
be ‘droned out’? such as the amount of 
authority auxiliary policemen would have. 
Would they apprehend violators or would they 


turn information over to regular policemen 
who in turn would follow through on arrests? 

Monday night Selectmen reviewed an 
itemized list from the School Department 
showing the kinds of vandalism the depart- 
ment has experienced during the past year 
and costs. 

Glass installed by companies amounted to 
$6,988.61; glass replaced by maintenance 
Personnel, $10,097.60; tools stolen from the 
maintenance department, $880; and other 
vandalism $2,041.12 plus labor (not included) 
making a total of $20,007.33. 

The Winchester High School had to have 
$2700 worth of glass installed; Lynch Junior 
High more than $1750; McCall, more than 
$1950; and Muraco and Vinson-Owen Schools 
more than $500.

Reereation 
Duties Would 


Be Transferred 


A petition to transfer the duties of the 
Recreation Committee to the Park Com- 
mission and eliminate the Recreation 
Commillee will be included in the warrant for 
the annual March town meeting. 

Submitted by Town Meeting Member 
Robert P. Joyce (Prec. 6), the petition is 
being checked by Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall. 

Joyce said he filed the petition because the 
recreation programs have ‘‘grown to such an 
exlent, almost $100,000 at this point, that the 
responsibility for spending such a budget 
should be placed under the direction of an 
elected body rather than an appointed body. 
The Board of Selectmen never sees their 
budget.” 

Members of the Recreation Committee are 
appointed by the selecimen. The five-member 
Park Commission is elected. 

At one time recreation activities were 
handled by Park and after a lengthy study the 
duties were divided and separate boards 
formed. 

Park Chairman Albert A. MacDonnell said 
he served on that committee which in- 
vestigated the possibility of hiring a futt time 
recreation director. The study lasted several 
years, he said, and was done by represen- 
talives of the Board of Selectmen, Finance 
Coinmitiee, School Committee, other town 
boards and citizens. 

TMM Joyce said that when Park ran the 
recreation program it consisted only of 
playground and beach supervision. 

Recreation Conunitiee chairman Thomas 
W. Mullaney said he likes the present 
arrangement where Park takes care of the 
physical end of recreation activities and 
Recreation programming and staffing.

“If we did put them together I don't see 
where we would be gaining anything. There 
would still be the same staff." Would it be 
cheaper? he was asked. ‘'There isn't any 
overlapping of expenses. One is involved with 
physical upkeep, the other with programing 
and staffing.” 

Joyce said his move would save money. 
“Materials that are similar in departments 
could be purchased at the same time resulting 
in some savings. I don't know how much it 
would save. It would save some.” 

He said he also thought the move would 
result in better communication. 

Chairman MacDonnell said if Recreation 
duties are transferred to Park, “We're not 
Boing to change much, There’s not much we 
can change.” His posilion on changing? 
“That's strictly between the selectmen and 
the group that has the petition.” 

But he did say Park has enough dutles to 
perform now and members of the Recreation 
Committee are “top grade.” 

Joyce, several times turned down In bfds 
for appointement to Recreation, was asked if 
his petition repyesents “sour grapes” on his 
part. 

“I’ve heard from members of the 
Recreation Committee that they themselves 
have discussed the possibility of becoming an 
elected commission or possibly go under the 
Park Commission. But none of them has the 
initiative to propose it for a vote of the 
cominittee,” 

Joyce was asked about a report that his 
move represents an act lo get at Recreation 
Director Donald Spinney. “Three years ago I 
Made a motion at town meeting to cut the 
budget of the Recreation Committee’ 
Specifically in the area of permanent per- 
sonnel services. 1 felt the recreation director 
was overpaid by studying various towns 
around us who have recreation directors.” 


Joyce said he checked cight communities, 
which at that time were paying ‘$10,000 on 
the average." 

Al the time, he says, Spinney was making 
$13,800. ‘Now he makes $14,200.""

unfavorable image for citizens and visitors, 
and make it unhealthy for occupants of the 
building. 

Selectman recognized that maintaining a 
constant temperature throughout the building 
on all floors is impossible.

Giarr'zzo wondered if ‘‘blocking off"’ short 
distances of radiation in rooms “which are 
extremely warm" might help the situation, 

Donnelly said the heat is turned off in the 
building every morning at 10, the building 
retains heat and he doesn't see what else can 
be done “except turn off the boiler.”

Selectman Lawrence Smith and his 
daughter conducted a survey last Saturday 
morning following complaints to selectmen 
from residents disturbed by parking 
violations. 

Smith, who said he wanted to see for 
himself the seriousness of the problem, was 
surprised to find 22 violations in an hour.

Expeditions Join Scientists And Amateurs In Worldwide Projects 


By Arthur MacDonnell 

Two young women living in Winchester 
have unusual jobs that have taken one to the 
Transvaal and the other on a trip to study 
stone configuration in Greal Britain. 

Marian Youngblood and Barbara Sleeper, 
who live at 8 Chestnut st.. work for 
Educational Expeditions International (EEL) 
in Belmont. EEI is a non-profit organization 
that conducts research expeditions all over 
the world. 

Ordinary people sign up for one of the 
jaunts, say to the Arun Valley in Nepal to 
collect data on wildlife. EEI sponsors 
scientists in field research projects and in- 
vites selected members of the general public 
to become participating research assistants 
on field investigations in anthropology, land 
and marine archaology, astronomy, ecology. 
marine biology and geology. 

For the privilege of being invited on one of 
these expeditions, the participants pay a fee 
which is used to underwrite the costs of the 
project. The Arun Valley expedition, for 
example, will cost $990. Air fare is extra. 

Sleeper and Youngblood got involved with 
EEI last March. Miss Sleeper was graduated 
from the University of Washington in zoology 
and anthropology. She was a _ research 
assistant and manuscript editor there before 
becoming a full time staff coordinator at EEI. 

Miss Youngblood is also a staff coor- 
dinator at the Belmont office. She heard of 
EEI through the Easterly family, whose 
permanent home is 8 Chestnut st. 

Miss Youngblood heard of EEI while at a 
dinner party al the Easterlys atlended by one 
of the founders of the organization. 

“EE] is the kind of business thal involves 
people who like lo travel quite a bit and know 
how to deal with people. Just about every kind 
of person goes on the expeditions. I was asked 
if I would like to join. ! had been writing for 
three years and wanted to do something more 
substantial." 

She had been writing feature stories for 
Magazines as well as working on a book, a 
project still in progress. 

Dr. Harry Easterly is on a year's medical 
exchange program in Aberdeen, Scotland, 
Miss Youngblood's hometown. While the 
Easterlys live in Aberdeen, Sleeper and 
Youngblood live in their home. 

As part of their duties in coordinating the 
expeditions, both women have gone on one 
expedition and expect to participate in others. 

Sleeper went on the ‘Transvaal Fossil 
Man” 14-day expedition to South Africa last 
summer to survey the ape-man caves of the 
North Transvaal. Chief scientist on the 
project was Dr, Phillip Tobias of the 
University of Witwatersrand, who has had a 
working partnership with the L.S.B. Leakeys 
since 1959 and who acted as scientific adviser 
for the movie ‘‘2001."" 

Youngblood went on the ‘Megalithic 
Britaln” tour in August which studied 
Stonehenge and other sites which had not 
previously been surveyed. ‘It was absolutely 
marvelous,’’ she says of the experience. 

“Many of them were only known by the 
locals. They had never been documented, 
never recorded, never measured.” The 
project discovered sun-moon alignment 
similar to Stonehenge. 

Gerald Hawkins, who wrote the book 
“Beyond Stonehenge,” was the chief scientist 
on that expendition. Miss Youngblood will be 
returning to Britain this year to excavate the 
site of a stone circle in the Lakes District of 
England. 

She explained a stone circle as a burial site 
surrounded by circles used for ritual 
ceremonies, thought to have been meeting 
places for the community. 

The site of one in Cumberland will be 
studied. Il is in a remote area “pretty un- 
touched. We expect this stone circle will be 
intact and may have evidence important to 
archeologists.’ 

Back in Belmont, the women, meanwhile, 
are making arrangements for many of EEI's 
ather slated expeditions. 

Sleeper says that when teams get ready to 
leave she gives them briefings on where they 
are going, conditions to expect, shows an 
expedition film and sees the groups off in New 
York. They participate in an orientation 
period she conducts during this pre-staging 
period in New York City prior to departure on 
international expeditions. 

“T love it,” she says. “It's fun. I gel 
strange calls from all over the world.” 
Newspapers telephone for information on 
certain projects and someone may call from 
Japan to sign up for a project. Tracking 
people down is another major part of her 
work, Often callers are looking for someone 
halfway around the world. 

Then there is equipment to be packed, 
registered, insured and sent off for shipment. 
Sleeper also meets many persons coming into 
the office inquiring about project proposals.

Part of her work involves writing to 
scientists asking if they will participate in 
projects, reviewing proposals and finding 
people who need funding. This latter work is 
under the center for Field Research, where 
she is a project consultant. 

She also works on the National 
Exploration Scholarship Program, sponsored 
by the Robert Sterling Clark Foundation, the 
U.S. Office of Education, Office of the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs. 

Last year 77 students between the ages 14 
and 21 were awarded participation 
scholarships on projects all over the world. In 
1974, 100 to 125 scholarships will be made 
available. 

Returning tc Winchester was a “kind of a 
funny thing” for Miss Sleeper. She left the 
town nine months after she was born and 
moved back last July ‘‘out of curiosity.” 

Both women like the town. ‘It's quaint,” 
Sleeper says. ‘It's away from the hustle and 
bustle of Boston.”” 

“It's quiet and peaceful,’’ Youngblood 
says, ‘‘as a country atmosphere." 

Having been born and raised in Scotland 
was an important factor in EEI's interest in 
Youngblood. She was schooled there and 
graduated from St. Andrews University. She 
has lived in Germany, France, California and 
wrote for a newspaper in the Bahainas for two 
years. She coordinates the Britain trips; 
Sleeper the African anthropology and biology. 

After leaving Winchester at the age of nine 
months, Sleeper lived in several eastern cities 
for 15 years. She spent the next 15 years on the 
west coast and returned to Winchester from 
Seattle. 

EEI's interests begin with anthropology 
and end with volcanology. In between are 
such disciplines as astro-archaeology 
(megalithic Britain, Egyptian temple), 
astronomy (solar eclipse expedition in 
Mauritania), marine archaeology and blology 
and geology (Simien Mountains in Ethiopia). 

A recent jaunt took 50 amateur and 
professional astronomers to Guanacaste, 
Costa Rica, to film an eclipse of the sun in an 
attempt lo spot the comet Kohoutek. Led by 
Harvard Universily Prof. Donald H. Menzel, 
the group included high school students,

arrangement. ‘The scientists themselves are 
equally enthusiastic about the success of the 
joint ventures, noting that in the three-week 
field trips they can achieve as much as they 
normally would in more than a year,” an 
article in Newsweek (Aug. 14, 1972) states. 

“1 would prefer one of these young people 
to a hired hand any day,’ declares Dr. Igor 
Loupekine of the University of Nairobi. ‘They 
have two hands, two eyes and two feet and an 
enthusiasm for what they are doing that 
makes up for their lack of experience.” 

Loupekine continued:""'Anyone we hire for 
this work would lose interest or gel tired by 
midday. But these students work until they 
drop.’ And Loupekine succinctly summed up 
the all-around advantages of the scientific 
safaris: ‘The students are happy because 
Ihey have seen animals, good scenery. And 
we are glad for the opportunity ta conduct 
research with someone else footing the bill.’ 

Newsweek quoted one student: ‘One of 
the main attractions is the ability not only to 
view something natural and awe-inspiring 
such as a voleano, an eclipse or a ruin, but 
also (o become in same way involved in the 
actual work of scientific research.’”

18 Take Papers For Charter, 
5 For Selectmen, 9 School 


There is one week to go for persons to take 
out nomination papers for the March town 
election. So far: 

Eighteen persons have taken papers for 
election to the nine seats on a new charter 
commission. 

~Five men, including the two incumbents, 
have taken papers for election to the Board of 
Selectmen. 

—-Nine persons have drawn papers at the 
town clerk's office for the two open seats this 
year on the School Committee. 

-Election contesta, have developed for 
Planning Board, Constable, Park Com- 
mission and Board of Assessors. 

As yet no contests have developed for six 
town meeting seats in Prec. 1 and four in 
Prec, 6, for Commissioner of Trust Funds, 
Water & Sewer Board, Library Trustee, 
Cemetery Commission and Moderator. 

The names of all candidates who have 
taken papers may not necessarily appear on 
the ballot. Traditionally, some take papers 
and don’t file them. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan announced this 
week he will seek a third three-year term on 
the board. Several persons in recent years, 
including Sullivan, have broken with Win- 
chester tradition and run for second terms on 
the Board of Selectmen. 

Sullivan is thought to be the only person 
ever to seek a third term. Selectman Arthur 
E. Dunbar is seeking a second term on the 
board. The other three persons in that race 
are Eugene B. Rotondi, Walton C. Gagel and 
Michael R. Scotti. 

The list of charter commission candidates 
contains many names of persons prominent In 
Winchester activities. 

The following is the complete list (as of 
Tuesday afternoon) of persons who have 
taken nomination papers: 


Vacant TM Seats; 
Town Clerk Urges 
Residents To Run 


Town Clerk Elsie M. Nelson this week 
urged residents to take out papers for election 
to town meeting, particularly in Precincts 1 
and 6, where there are too few candidates to 
fill the vacant seats. 

Precincts 1 and 6 adjoin. They are located 
in the northern area of Winchester bounded 
by Governors ave., Swanton st. and Horn 
Pond Brook rd. 

The other four precincts have sufficient 
numbers of candidates at this point to insure 
each one of the 11 seats vacant will be filled by 
election. In some of the precincts, in fact, 
there are even enough candidates to insure 
contests. 

These figures, of course, could change 
over the next week. Candidates have until 
Jan. 24 to take out nomination papers and 
until Jan, 28 to return them.

6, there were 
four 3-year seats for which there were no 
candidates.

Mrs. Nelson said some persons who take

Woman Dies When 


Fire Sweeps House 


A 69-year-old woman died in a two-alarm 
blaze in ber home early Tuesday morning. 
Her body was pulled from the Naming house 
45 minutes after the arrival of firefighters. 


_ Mrs. Helen B. Nutter of 3 Black Horse ter 
lived alone in the large three-story wooden 
structure which was nearly totally destroyed 
in the fire. 


Firefighters sald they were prevented 
from reaching Mrs. Nutter by the flames. 
They had received an unofficial report when 
they arrived at the burning house that there 
was a woman inside. 

Mrs. Nutter was found in bed in a second 
floor bedroom with the blankets pulled over 
her head. 5 


Mrs. Nutter was found by Woburn fire Lt. 
Robert MacDowell and Winchester fire Lt. 
Francis Welch. Pronounced dead at the 
scene, her body was taken to Lane Funeral 
Home. 

Lt. MacDowell of the Woburn department 
said he climed into the second floor bedroom 
window by way of a hand ladder and went to 
the area of the densest smoke. He said he felt 
the bed with his hands and found the victum. 


The first alarm of fire came into the Police 
Department at 12:33 a.m. from a resident of 
Prospect street . A second alarm was sounded 
immediately after firefighters arrived at 
Black Horse terrace, which {s a small dead- 
end street off Main street across from the old 
high school. 

Firefighters reported the house was 
burning extensively when they arrived. 
Police officers broke down the front door, 
Fire Chief 1. Francis Amico said he received 
a report that when firefighters entered the 
home there was a large hole burned in the 
floor, 

Amico said cause of the blaze is unknown. 
It is being investigated by the state fire 


marshall. 
Medford and Woburn engines helped the 


Winchester firefighters put out the blaze. 
Woburn rescue truck assisted at the scene. 


MacDonald Has 
5- Year ‘Rolling’ 
Post With Town 


The Winchester School Committee and 
Superintendent of Schools William C. Mac- 
donald have entered into a five-year em- 
ployment contract, effective Sept. 1974, which 
“every year could be negotlated for another 
five years.” 

This action was announced Monday night 
by School Committee member Stephen 
Parkhurst who said the committee took on the 
agreement “with a great amount of en- 
thusiasm.””

‘Penny Opera’ 


Mrs. Mears Sings Own Tune 


“T object very strongly, Doggone It... our 
signature should mean something.” 


These words came trom Mrs. Mary Mears 
of the Winchester School Committee as she 
objected to a plan proposed by com- 
mitteeman Stephen Parkhurst Monday night 
which would pave the way for payment of 
library books for the Winchester High School. 

Payment of the books has been the subject 
of controversy for nine months. It began when 
the School Committee voted to pay for a 
portion of the books out of surplus funds in its 
1972 operating hudget. The Permanent 
Building Committee (PBC) had sald it did not 
have funds in its contingency fund of $13 
million for the high school to pay for books. 

Town comptroller James Costello refused 
to authorize payment for the books on the 
belief they are not replacements and should 
be a capital expenditure; that bills for the 
high school, still technically under the charge 
of PBC, should be paid for by PBC and not the 
Schoo! Department; and that townspeople 
will not have an accurate picture of the total 
cost of the high school if the School Com- 
mittee is allowed “to bury the costs” of the 
books in their budget. 

Parkhurst's proposal, acepted by all on the 
commiltee except Mrs. Mears, would have 
the Finance Commiltee transfer $13,712 from 
the 1972 school budget to the town reserve 
fund which in turn would make funds 
available to PBC for payment of the books. 
The School Committee agreed that an 
unexpended balance in its 1973-74 budget 
would remain unexpended for future similar 
actior 

In effect the transactions will be 
bookkeeping in nature. As Parkhurst ex- 
plained “The net expense to taxpayers will be 
zero.” 


Parkhurst said the town comptrollc: 
“acted properly” in not paying the bills ‘wr 
the theory they are a part of capital ex 
penditure.” . 

Commitieemember Richard Phar 
rellerated the “town controller acted 
properly” but noted ‘tan argument could be 
made that he did not act properly,” that th: 
books ‘‘are not a capital creation of th 
library.” 

Pharo said he would accept the plan sinc 
“we are trying to expedite the situation anv 
get the books paid for." 

Commiltee chairman Harriet Dieterica 
said it wasn't good business to keep book 
publishers waiting for their money. 

Mrs. Mears said,‘‘I object very strong]: 
and ask that il be recorded.” Calling thy 
episode ‘a penny opera” she sald ‘'I object te 
everyone in town trying to run the business ¢! 
the School Committee. Doggone it ... ou: 
signature should mean something.” . 

Parkhurst and Pharo noted their sym 
pathies with Mrs. Mears'’s stand. Phare 
said,‘“The only way to get on with the job at 
the high school js to take action.”’ 

The Star contacted James Costello to ask ii 
the plan was acceptable. Costello sald hie 
found no fault with the transaction and said if 
he receives PBC authorization for payment of 
ihe books oul of PBC funds he will pay th:

‘Fatso’ Charges 
At Other Birds 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 


What little [ have learned about the habits 
of birds has been picked up over a long 
lifetime of walching ‘‘my" birds behave the 
way they should or not. 

T have my small-bird feeder on the south 
side of the house and the feeder for bigger 
birds on the east side. This keeps the different 
sizes separated und they do not interfere with 
each other. 

1 used to get pheasants here in my back 
yard, but that is a thing of the past. Also, I 
used to get huge flocks of hungry pigeons, but 
1 solved that problem (or it solved itself). 
They do not bother to come around any more, 
Lalso solved the grey squirrel problem, which 
was an expensive nuisance. | say this last 
brag with my two fingers crossed. 

On my small-bird feeder right at this mid- 
winter period: I get mostly pine siskins with 
an occassional gold finch now and then. At 
other times of the year, I get flocks of gold 
finches, purple finches, tufted titmice, red 
polls, etc. Occasionally I find lately that an 
English sparrow, whose wheelbase is a bit too 
long to allow it to sit straight on the perch will 
scrooch around sideways and gobble up the 
thistle seed intended for the little fellows, 
They are smart, these “English” gluttons! 

Among the pine siskins and gold finches I 
notice that they are constantly on the move, 
one pushing the other off the perch and taking 
his place, only to be pushed off himself in turn 
one after the other so rapidly that no one bird 
can possibly monopolize the feeder for any 
length of tlme. 

I find it is a different situation at the 
larger feeder. Here J get mostly sparrows and 
starlings with an occasional swoop from a 
piratical blue jay, who grabs a mouthful of 
sun flower seeds and ducks away again to sit 
on his own favorite perch not far away where 
he holds on with one hand while hammering 
away at the seed held in the other hand with 
the branch as an anvil. 

I think most of my sparrows are of the so- 
called ‘‘English’ sparrow variety, the 
descendants, | think, of those ubiquitous 
denizens of the streets in horse drawn 
carriage days, I am sure that there are other 
varieties but 1 am not sharp enough to 
Aistinguldh them. 

The sparrows, 1 find, seem able to tolerate 
one another, and they also seem to tolerate 
the starlings, At least, a whole mob of these 
birds will gather on the feeder so that there Is 
standing-room only and gobble away as fast 
as they can, paying no mind to their neigh- 
bors. 

Not so, however, when a certain song 
sparrow arrives on the scene, We call her 
“Fatso” she (or he) Is so fat and round. 
Whether ‘‘it’’ is a he or a she, in these days of 
women's lib is more that I can tell, but it does 
have the streaked breast and the black stick- 
pin in the middle. 

Male or female, however, makes no dil- 
ference. It takes over the whole feeder for 
itself alone, All the others leave, even though 
they were 10 to one. Fatso Is not much bigger, 
only more aggressive and ferocious. If any of 
the other birds who keep coming to hang on 
the edge of the feeder so much as step into the 
floor, it rushes them, head down, wings 
hanging loose from its sides, and they never 
slay to try it out. They scatter and soon she 
has the place all to herself. 

We have had this single solitary bird for 
some years now. Or we have had another one 
just like it. [t never seems to have had a mate. 
Maybe she never married, or, another 
thought, maybe he sends his wife down to 
Florida for the winter while he looks after the 
old homestead all by himself. In alt the times 
that we have had him, he never changed his 
tactics, nor his manners, as far as I can see. 

1 call this bird a single solitary bird 
because we frequently see him eating away, 
all by himself, long after all the other birds 
have gone for the day—sometimes at twilight, 
when you are left to wonder how he can see. 

1 wonder if “my"’ bird is just a wise puy or 
a bully, or if this is the way a true song 
sparrow should behave?

Bills Filed 


Selectmen’s Group Seeks To 


Tighten Control On Spending 


The Massachusetts Selectmen's 
Association has filed a sheaf of bills in the 
legislature seeking to lighten the local grip on 
expenditures. 

Among the bills is one which would allow a 
city counci! or a Lown meeting to delete any 
school expenditures or item increase which 


was over the budget for' the preceting year, 277% 


Such action, under the bill, would require a! 
four-fifths vote of the town meeting and would 
(ake effect after acceplance by the voters ata 
municipal election. 

In the same area of monetary contro), a 
legislative amendment filed by the MSA 
would prevent any law being passed by the 
legislature which imposed added costs on 
citles and towns. 

The bill would require thal im- 
plementation of any bills requiring ex- 
pendilures from local governments be ac- 
cepted by vate of the local authorities unless 
the law was enacted by a two-thirds vote of 
hoth houses of the legislature or uniess funds 
have been provided by the state for covering 
costs, 

A second version of the same bill would 
add (o the prohibition any bills granting 
exemptions fram local taxation and in- 
creasing pensions or retirement benefits of 
local employees. These also would nol go into 
effect until local authorities or town meetings 
had accepled their provisions. 

Hopedale Selectman Richard ‘T. Moore, 
chairman of the MSA legislative committee, 
stated that hoth of these bills received wide 
support at the Massachusetts Selectnen’s 
Association Convention at Hyannis this Fall. 

The heavy financial pressure on towns and 
cilies of legislative changes that require local 
funding was deplored by local officials “In 
some eases,” Moore said, “even where state

funding for a mandatory program is 
promised by the legislature, such funds have 
not been forthcoming. This leaves local 
taxpayers bearing the burden of cost for 
programs at the local level that they have nat 
ipproved,” 

Ou The major thrust of the convention dealt 
Wilh’ providing lobbying stréngth at the 
legislature to present the local point of view, 
which is heavily against state ordered, but not 
state funded, expenditures. 

Two of the bills filed by the MSA allow for 
the inclusion in the following year's budget of 
any unpaid amounts owed towns for reim- 
bursement for state-owned lands within their 
boundaries or for career incentive salary 
inereases for policemen. 

To date, the legislature has never funded 
the Quinn bill, which offers salary increments 
lo police officers who earn college credits 
toward a degree. The hard-foughl! police and 
fire chiel salary ratio bill, passed last year, 
which sets the chiefs’ salaries at almost 
double thal of a patralman or firefighter in an 
individual town, would also become a local 
option rather than a mandatory piece of 
legislalion under the provisions of one of the 
MSA bills. 

The bill, however, would not affect those 
towns which have already begun paying the 
higher salary to their chiefs before a local 
uplion provision is adopted.

With so few running for library trustee 
(three as of Tuesday afternoon) | thought it 
might be fun to find out what it is a library 
trustee does and maybe in the process get 
someone interested in seeking one of the three 
seats to he filled this year. 


{had always imagined a library trustee as 
an old man with a small mouth wearing 
prince nez sitting around a table with a couple 
of old women wearing prince nez and all of 
them scrupulously going over every book 
intended for the library shelves. 

As usual, reality and fantasy differed. 
Edward F. O'Connell, chairman of the board 
of library trustees, informs me that the 
members ‘'set the policy, my friend.” 

In other words, they determine the general 
guidelines for the library and leave its day-to- 
day operation to the library staff. The board 
also “relates to other town boards," 
O'Connell says. By this he means the trustees 
communicate with the Personne) Board, for 
example, about raising the salary of research 
assistant, with the Board of Selectmen over 
janitors objecting to working on Sundays and 
with the Finance Committee on many .mat- 
ters. 

The board, though, is an independently 
elected body responsible to the voters, It does 
have the responsibility of managing funds left 
to the library in trust. ‘‘They allow us to do 
little things we want to do but can’t within the 
exigencies of the town budget,’’ O'Connell 
says. 

The trustees decide to close Fridays and 
open Sundays and whether to request the 
town meeting for air conditioning funds (not 
this year). 

* 


It seems that the Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority is called MBTA 
only by newcomers to Massachusetts and 
those closely involved with its operation.

‘Buy Films,’ Says Rudolph

Though there are more than 100 parents of 
pupils, mostly mothers, who now serve as 
volunteers in Winchester’s school libraries, 
more are needed. according to John | 
Rudolph. director of library services. 

Up to now, Rudolph says, the nine 
elementary school libraries have been slaffed 
by volunteers who work in limited time 
segments every morning and afternoon thal 
schools are in session.

of local educators and parents and is looking 
forward “to exploring redireclions.” 

He believes the “total use of a library” by 
students serves several important purposes 
Besides offering an opportunity for learning 
and recreation. it teaches responsibilily-- 
returning that which is borrowed. 

Rudolph points out thal ‘very few books 
are lost in he course of a year” and attributes 
this to pupils learning library responsibility 
al an early age. He speaks of a coopcralive 
program between the schools and the public 
library for fourth graders. 

Rudolph has been working closely with 
principals of the schools over the past nenths 
to get feedback on weaknesses and strengths 
now at lhe schools. 

In recent weeks, he says, they have been 
discussing capilal outlay programs and are 
looking to avoid duplication of materials that 
are used only frequently. 

In addressing the School Commillee 
recently, he spoke of being an advocate of 
“paying a bit mare for good equipment rather 
than buying cheesy" equipment which may 
not last 


Concerning films, Rudolph feels the 
purchase of certain selected films as opposed 
to continually renting them is another way of 
saving instead of “letting it (money) go down 
the drain.” 


He explains that during the past few years 
more (han 10,000 films have been rented at $10 
a film, Many of the films “have few changes 
and are in poor shape,” he says. A review of 
the film situation will disclose thal purchase 
of “certain films” which are not changing und 
used over and over again can save the lown 
money. 


Films cost from $125 to $700. Al present 
ihey are rented from the Boston University 
Film Co-op and the Mass. Film Co-op of the 
Department of Education. “Films arc heavily 
booked and are old and out-of-date,” Rudolph 
says. 


He speaks highly of the condition of 
equipment used in Winchester's schools and 
gives credil to David Frary, full-time com- 
munications specialist at the high schooi, who 
does repairs to all equipment and oversees 
ihe FM radio station and closed circuit 
television 


Before his arrival on the scene a year ago 
September '‘we waited months for repairs. 
‘le’s ierrific,” Rudolph said speaking of 
Frary. 

The supply of books and audio-visual 
equipment in Winchester is good, Rudolph 
says, noting it can be better. He speaks of 
catalogs at schools for ordering materials and 
a resource center at his office from which 
teachers can draw for classroom use. 

lie told the School Committee of his desire 
to publish a newsletter in the weeks ahead to 
remind feachers of “what's available” in the 
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School library volunteer Mary Steranka 
assists pupils on a geography question. 
Parents of pupils assist Winchester’s 


hope that “some excellent material not being 
used will be used."

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Library Asks $1,390 


Board Vote Limits 
Out-Of-State Travel 


The Board of Selectmen, recently faced 
with the sticky job of preparing a budget for 
out of state travel, voted 19 seck $4,000 for thal 
purpose. 

The proposed budget will cover conferen- 
ee expenditures incurred by all departments 
of the town during the fiscal year ending in 
1975, 

After an hour long discussion the board 
voted to seek the $4,000 for travel outside the 
commonwealth, representing a cut of $3,152 
fronm the original $7,152. 

Selectman Vito Giarrizzo moved that the 
amount of $4,000 be approved, and that 
departments be limited to travel within the 
New England area, He said many large 
businesses and industries are cutting back 
travel. Giarrizzo’s proposal will limit each 
department to between $350-$400 per year to 
cover conferences in Ihe New Iungland area, 

Selectman Lawrence T. Smith asked town 
counsel why these requests could not be in- 
cluded in each department's individual 
budget. Counsel Douglas Randall replied that 
they can if clearly identified as oul of state 
travel in the motion to accept the budget. 

Executive Secretary Edward F. Donnelly 
felt that an out of state budget under the 
control of the selectmen will be more 
uniformly administered. 

Under the Smith proposal—individual 
travel budgets—each department would have 
to defend its expenditures at town meeting, 
Under the present system the selectmen 
defend all expenses at town mecting. 

The following ts a brief analysis of out ol 
state travel requests for fiscal 1975 provided 
to the selectmen by Donnelly, Also listed is 
the expended figure for 1972, (The 1973 figures 
were not used because there was limiled 
travel that year.)

Bach request from the various department 
heads included lengthy justifications for 
travel out of state 

A memorandum from Comptroller James 
Costello requested the selectmen treat each 
request individually instead of paying on a 
percentage basis method used in recent 
years. 

He commented on increases in tran- 
sporlation fares: "The existing tran- 
sporlation limit of $150 was established in 1964 
and the obvious increase in costs during the 
past 10 years dictates consideration of an 
increase in the limit.” 

Leila-Jane Roberts, Library Director, said 
of her request for $1,390; "It is accepted that 
those in professional positions can expect to 
be allowed to attend professional conferences 
at the expense of the town.” 

She ended her statement by observing that 
the School Department, “closest to the 
professional library staff,’ has an ap- 
propriation of $6,000 for out of state travel. ‘Il 
is used for far more people than just the 
superintendent.” 

dxecutive Seeretary Donnelly was asked 
how department heads would respond to the 
selectinen’s cut He indicated that the heads 
would be unhappy to hear that their traveling 
will he confined to New England. He also 
stated that they were unhappy with the 
percentage basis method used in the past few 
years 

Any decisions made also affect the 
possibility, of Donnelly's attending con- 
ferences for the coming fiscal year. 

Final approval of this budget item faces a 
vote of the annual town meeting in March.

Bicentennial 


A series of bicycle and nature paths 
running from one end of Winchester to the 
other is a project in the newly established 
History Commission hopes will be established 
for the United States bicentennial 
celebration. 

The History Commission met Monday and 
studied large color maps showing the route of 
the proposed paths One bicycle path would 
run from Ridge st all the way over to Calvary 
Cemetery on the Woburn line. 

For a large part of ils meandering course 
it would follow the Aberjona River. Acting 
chairman Frank Curtis said more ideas from 
the public on how the town might participate 
in the bicentennial celebration are welcome. 

Ideas may be sent to Chairman Don R. 
Brown al Town Hail. 

The bicycle path would follow the river 
frum the Wedgemere Station area over to 
Swanton street and then (o Washington street 
on the Woburn line. 

Acting chairman Curtis said the path could 
follow an old cinder path built by the Works 
lrogress Administration prior to World War 2 
if it were restored. 

The vehicle for establishment of such 
projects would be a bicentennia] commission 
which Curtis hopes the annual town meeting 
in March will apporve. 

The Htistory Commission was established 
hy the Board of Selectmen in compliance with 
ftovernment regulations for preparation of a 
list of homes io he preserved in the event of 
highway construction. 

Another project the comniission would like 
a bicentennial group to get interested in 
would be restoration of an historic house in 
Winchester The Richardson House, for 
example, at Saw Mill Brook rd. and 
Washington st. is thought to have been con- 
structed in the early 1800s and may be the 
oldest house in Winchester, Curtis said. 

Members of the subcommittee studying 
hieycle paths are working oul details. One 
idea is to reserve the sidewalks on one side of 
the street for 1210-speed bicycles with a series 
of ramps tinking the sidewalks belween in- 
tervening streets. 

March 1 ts the deadline proposals can he 
submitted by towns to the state for bicen- 
fennial funds.

The hospital's energy conservation 
program, directed by Jack Heid, includes 
such measures as reducing lights to a 
minimum in accordance with safety 
regulations; adjusting all thermostats, with 
the exception of the intensive care unit, the

cardiac care unit and the emergency room, 
from 78 degrees to 72 degrees; and keeping 
the chimney stack temperature between 600 
and 700 degrees by installing smaller fuel 
nozzles. 

“We are encouraging our employees to 
implement their own energy conservation 
program at home too," Moore said. ‘We hope 
the citizens of the communities served by 
NEMH will join with our hospital, and, 
logether, help prevent a severe energy 
shortage in our community. 

“Our first responsibility is to our patients. 
We will do everything possible to insure that 
the care of our patients will not be com- 
promised by a shortage of heat, light, or 
power.” 

The energy conservation program an- 
nounced by NEMH is based on guidelines 
issued by the American Hospital Association 
(AHA) to its 7,000 member hospitals. 
Although AHA supported federal legislation 
recently signed into law which assures that 
hospitals, schools, police, fire departments 
and other emergency facilities will receive 
priority consideration in fuel oil allocation 
this winter, NEMH is gearing itself for a 
“cooler” season to help alleviate shortages 
for the citizens of the communities served.

spoken of their desire to keep MacDonald in 
Winchester. 

Parkhurst said,*'Were it not for the change 
in legislation we would have offered Lenure.” 

Pointing to a positive aspect of the five- 
year contract, commilteeman Richard Pharo 
said “people on tenure do not have the op- 
portunity” toreceive the annual endorsement 
of the School Committee. 

Mrs. Phyllis Woodside, speaking as a 
parent, offered words of praise for Mac- 
donald. ‘‘He’s a great listener of parents. He 
may look you straight in the eye and say 
you're wrong. but he’s one heck of a guy.” 


Testing 


Supt. MacDonald spoke about a 
newsclipping reporting a decline in the 
number of students taking college board 
examinations and that those taking such 
exams are getting lower scores. 

He recognized the report had validity and 
cited changes in recent years as possible 
reasons: 

First, some colleges are no longer 
requiring college boards for entry and 
students are eliminating the tests. Next, those 
taking such exam are no longer what might 
be termed ‘‘a random sampling.” He spoke of 
students going to community colleges before 
going to four-year schools of higher 
education. Today many students are entering 
vocational fields, he noted as a third reason. 

Committee chairman Harriet Dieterich 
said she hoped students were being ‘‘en- 
couraged to take exams anyway.”’ 

Referring to Student Achievement Tests 
(SAT), high school principal Vincent Larocco 
said Winchester appears to be following the 
national trend ... there are larger numbers of 
students taking tests. 

Larocco said it is difficult to get an ac- 
curate account of the picture, Students who 
get high scores take the test just once; others 
may take the test two or three times, yet 
statistics include all scores. 

Richard Pharo said in his gpinion “SAT’s 
are no longer addressed to the kind of 
education given today.” 

In other matters the School Committee 
heard presentations from Diane Boettcher, 
coordinator of the Max-Ed program, assisted 
by two students in the program;and from 
James J. Perry, director of the adult 
education program featuring 31 courses for 
the winter semester. 

They approved curricula for the high 
school, including a course in Italian II; and 
listened to a proposal from Michael Meagher, 
student representative, which would open the 
high school automotive and wood shops to the 
community on Saturday mornings. The latter 
proposal received commendation from the 
committee and is expected to be acted upon 
after further investigation.

Finance Cuts Funds For Planning 


The Finance Commitlee Monday night 
passed a scaled down Planning Department 
budget which provoked discussion over 
planning for Winchester Center. 

Initial discussion at Monday's Finance 
meeting dealt with such nitty gritty as ap- 
proving $650 for a planning office dictaphone 
and $650 for a traffic counter. 

A $425 dictaphone was approved after 
discussion on “the dying art of taking dic- 
tation" and a traffic counter disapproved (‘it 
would only be used a couple of times a year"’). 

The planning budget included $10,000 for 
professional services, money normally used 
by the Planning Board to hire professional 
consultants. 

A sub-committee of the Finance Com- 
mittee studying planning’s budget recom- 


mended the $10,000 be cut to $7,000. “At the 
moment the Planning Board has no specific 
ilems to be studied,’ member Barbara 
Hankins said. 

Hankins said Planning wants to do 
something about the parking situation al 
Wedgemere Station, particularly in view of 
the energy shortage. 

“T think we all recognize they do need 
some paid consulting services,”’ she said. 

Finance Chairman James B.L. Lane said, 
“We have cul them substantially the last 
couple of years. Obviously they would like lo 
have all kinds of money to let someone else do 
their thinking for them. 

“But | think they realize now they have to 
make the decisions.” 

There was some discussion whether the 


$3,000 cut means less planning for 
deteriorating Winchester Center with the 
opinion expressed that there have been 
enough plans drawn in the past. 

“They (Planning Board) did say with the 
decline in interest in planning by the 
businesss association they are the only body 
concerned with planning in Winchester 
Center,’’ member Sally Kincaid said. 

There was discussion over what's wrong 
with the center, with member Alfred L. 
Landry stating that the ticketing of over- 
parked cars discourages persons from going 
into the center. 

“They should lake the meters out,'’ he 
said. 

Member John Williams said ticketing 
discourages meter feeding.

First Aid For Burns 


Fire Chief I. Francis Amico 
has provided this 13-article 
serles on flre prevention and 
emergency procedures in the 
interest of grenter safety in 
Winchester. 


Burns are one of the Jeading 
causes of death in accidents 
which happen in the home. 
They often cause emanent 
damage and serious scarring. 
Since long periods of 
hospitallzation are frequently 
necessary in the treatment of 
burns the costs invelved can be 
extremely high. In addition, 
the psychological effects of 
severe burns may be years in 
running thelr course. 

Some of the hazards in- 
volved with home fires are (1) 
the effect of extremely hot air, 
on the lungs, and the potential 
shock that can result, (2) 
similar effects that take place 
on the outer skin. The varibus 
burns one can get are classified 
as follows: 

First degree - 
becomes red. 

Second degree - the skin 
bilsters. 

Third degree - deep 
destruction of tissues. Deep 
cells which ordinarily work for 
continuous new skin production 
can be destroyed. 

There is no way you can 
determine the degree of burn 
right after it occurs. Then too, 
the degrees may differ over (he 
entire burn area. 

Basic first aid measures for 
burns, to be given while 
awaiting the arrival of 
professional assistance or the 
{ransporting of the victim tc 
the nearest hospital are simple 
and easy to accomplish. Firs| 
of all keeping air from the burn 
by applying thick dressings 
gives relief from the extreme 
pain and prevents further 
danger of infections. 

Obviously the ideal dressing 
for any burn would be sterile, 
bul if you do not have sterile 
use the 
etannest material availahla, A 
clean bed sheet can be quickly 
ripped to use for bandage or 
clean towels. 

Do not apply wet bandage, 
always use dry, clean material 
ag the wet will tend to stick and 
be difficult to remove. 
Remember, anything you 
apply as first .ald must be 
removed once the patient 
arrives as the hospital. 

Put the dressings on the 
burn in several layers, five or 
six if possible. Then, once this 
is accomplished, add more 
covering to the patient’s burn 
area to ellminale as much air 
as possible. Be certain that 
your hands are clean before 
you start first aid of a burn. 

Never, purposely break the 
blisters in your first aid ap- 
plication, but don't stop your 
procedure because blisters 
burst while you are applying 
dressings. 

If the eyes are involved in 
the burn area, try lo flush with 
water to remove forelgn 
material, if the patient can 
stand the discomfort. Avoid 
using oils or ointments in the 
eye, unless you must do so due 
to the extreme pain the patient 
is suffering. Immediate 
professional medical uid is a 
must in cases like this. 

If the burn should involve 
more than 10 percent of the

If 
the patient has severe burns 
over a large area below the 
waisl, do not allow him to 
walk; he should be carried on a 
stretcher when help arrives. 

While awailing help do not 
lel patient drink excessive 
amounts of fluids. Give water 
only in sufficient amount to 
momentarily quench his thirst. 
If help is a long time in 
arriving, make a solution of ‘4 
tespoon of salt, and ') teaspoon 
of baking soda in a quart of 
water, and give this to the 
victim '2 glass al a time every 
fifteen minutes.

Winter Driving 


Because of the concern for 
conservation, resulting in 
forming car pools, many 
drivers who formerly made the 
trip 10 work alone are 
becoming concerned about the 
safely of pussengers.

F. Bowler for information on 
how to get passengers lo work 
on time during the winter 
months regardless of ice and 
snowcovered pavements.

Miss King will exhibit 20 of her works in 
ol, still life and portraits of children and 
interiors during February at the New 
England Rehabilitation Center, Woburn. 

The exhibits of paintings and special crafts 
at the Rehab Center during the past four 
years have created special Interest and won 
recognition from patients and visitors. 
Changed from month to month, the displays 
are primarily for the pleasure of visitors but 
many have been sold

Winchester Gets 
$381,124 From 
State Lottery 


Winchester will recelve $81,124 as its share 
of 1974 state lottery funds. This is $30,944 more 
than reccived last year after nine months of 
operation. 

According to town comptroller James 
Costello the return to the town is $8,305 more 
than had been estimated. Last year the return 
was $247 more than had been estimated. 

Costello explains the amount a city or town 
earns from the lottery is determined by 
assessments to town property or what is 
called ‘‘equalized valuation." 

He says the state Tax Commission "at- 
tempts to adjust for disparities In assessing 
practices ihroughout the state"’ in an effort to 
make returns fair and equitable. The Tax 
Commission computes equalized valuations 
which have the effect of bringing al) com- 
munities to a 100 percent assessment level. 

Some Massachusetts citizens are 
currently charging that towns and cities 
assessed at 100 percent of true market value 
are penalized in favor of towns not revalued 
recently. 

Examples of disparities can be seen in a 
beoklet “Tax Rates-1973--Actual and Full 
Value"’ published by the Massachusetts 
Taxpayers Foundation, Inc., 145 Tremont st., 
Boston. Wareham is assessed at 100 percent; 
Burlington, 98 percent; Winchester, 9) per- 
cent; Woburn, 52 percent; and Stoneham, 43 
percent. Costello says the law requires that 
valuations be at 199 percent. 

One of the legislators calling for correcting 
imbalances is Rep. Paul Schneider of Canton, 
who points to the distribution formula as 
favoring communities which have 
disregarded the state law for 100 percent 
assessments. He has called for an_ in- 
vestigation by Lottery Director William E. 
Perrault. 

Schneider has a plan for correction: total 
amount distributed to 351 cities and towns 
would he computed by dividing the total by 
the population of the state to get a per capita 
figure. Individual towns could then use that 
standard as multiplied by their population to 
compute their share. 

A consistent critic of the presently used 
formula, Schneider filed legislation last year 
and again this year. Last year his legislative 
proposal got through the House but died when 
the legislature prorogued. 


Costello notes that the Taxpayers 
Federation has filed legislation for com- 
prehensive revision of assessment ad- 
ministration and organization. This will in- 
clude state supervision, local organs of 
assessment and taxpayers’ rights of appeal. 
“The equalization valuation method js not 
accomplishing what it was designed to do,” 
he says. 


2 Families Benefit 


Two Winchester families were among the 
larger beneficiaries of the lottery during the 
vast year. Robert J. Tavior of 12 Hill st. was a 
million dollar prize winner in February. 
Joseph Tozza of 29 Bellevue ave.’ was 
recipient of $100,000 in January, | +/ 

According to state Treasurer Robert Q. 
Crane, chairman of the State Lottery’ Gom- 
mission, net proceeds from the lottery are 
distributed to cities and towns according to 
law. 

In the calendar year 1972, $22 million was 
distributed to cities and towns after nine 
months of operation. After 21 months $57 
milllon was distributed to communitles. 

Since the program began, $61 million has 


been uwarded. There were 19 new 
mnillionaires; 27 who won $100,000; and 250 
who won $50,000. 

Crane pointed to the success of the Santa 
Claus Game which boosted Massachusetts to 
the {np position in sales among the eight 
slates which conduct lotteries.

Commission include state comptroller 
Arthur H. MacKinnon; secretary of public 
safety Richard ©, McLaughlin; retired Judge 
Frederick S. Pillsbury and Joseph P. 
McDonough, comptroller of the New England 
Aquarium 


School Hours 
Unchanged 


The Winchester School Committee voted 
this week to maintain regular school hours 
even though there may be a hardship to 
students going to school before daylight. 

The vote came on the recommendation of 
Supt. of Schools William C. MacDonald who 
said he had consulted with John McKinley, 
safety officer; representatives of the Com- 
munity Schools Association, SEEM (a special 
education program ) superintendents, and the 
Smithsonian Astro Lab before making his 
recommendation. The latter organization 
reported on sunrise times and revealed 
daylight is expected to arrive two minutes 
earlier each day. 

A disruption of the bus schedules which 
would have a chain reaction was one of the 
primary reasons for keeping the school hours 
as they are. 

Five of the seven SEEM superintendents 
favored MacDonald’s position of holding 
present hours. The safety of the students 
would not be hampered since most of them 
“receive portal to portal transportation.” 

MacDonald, who received a few calls from 
parents on the subject; received memos from 
Gov. Francis W. Sargent and the commission 
of education asking school committees to 
decide te change or not 

Mrs. Mary Mears, committee member, 
said, ‘Parents should talk with their children 
the way they would if children were going out 
at night." She pointed to some children 
wearing orange hats on dark mornings as a 
good safety precaution. 

School Committeeman Richard Pritchard 
said there “is a difference between daybreak 
and sunrise." 

With about 20 more days to go before 
complete light, MacDonald jokingly said, 
“We're on the right side of the sun.” 


Committee Approves

for administrative services, the School 
Committee has approved the creation of an 
interim administrative position with a salary 
range of $18,000 to $20,000 per year. 

The person selected for this assignment 
will serve temporarily, giving the committee 
an opportunity to reassess the administrative 
and business functions of the school ei vi 
based on present’ needs. 

As soon as this study is completed and Z 
description of the permanent position has 
been worked out, it will be publicized and 
applications will be accepted. 

Applications for the interim position are 
currently being received by Henry B. Perry, 
assistant superintendent for personnel, 
Winchester Public Schools.

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Hearings On Hospital Plan 
Selectmen Favor 22 Highland Ave. 


Winchester Hospital officials said Monday 
‘a new building to be constructed adjacent! to 
the present facility would contain 35 ad- 
ditional beds as well as expanded outpatient 
Services. 

A parking garage would provide 425 
Spaces. During construction a surface lot 
across Highland Avenue would be used for 192 
employee parking spaces. 

The information came during a two hour 
hearing before the Board of Selectmen 
Tequested by the board to obtain more in- 
formation prior to making a recommendation 
on whether the town should permit 22 
Highland Avenue to be used for parking. 


The tand is under the control of the Board 
of Selectmen, which leases the house and lot 
as rental income property. The house would 
be razed and the land blacktopped. 

Atty. William J. Speers Jr., representing 
the Hospital, said if the trustees at their 
meeting this week approve, and the town 
grants permission for Maple Road to be 
moved, then “the hospital will return to 
private ownership all of the houses it has 
acquired except those four on Maple Road 
and one other.’ 

The four houses on Maple road (behind the 
hospita}) would be razed to make way for the 
relocation of the street further down the hill. 
The land thus cleared would be the site for the 
new three-level garage. 


Russell House, the nurses quarters at the 
corner of Maple rd. and Fairmount st., would 
be razed as well. The fifth house mentioned by 
Speers would be retained as a home for the 
Winchester Visiting Nurses Association. 


“All of the forseeable needs of the hospital 
Son be accommodated on that lot,” Speers 
said. 

The hospital owns 15 houses and has one 
more being considered for purchase. 


The selectmen appeared to indicate their 
Rencral approval of the use of 22 Highland 
ave. Vito A. Giarrizzo, the hospital's most 
persistent critic, said, 

“If they don't get 22 Highland ave., 
something else will have to be done... [ think 
22 Highland ave. is the best location if there is 
to be off-street parking." 

Some members of the public spoke against 
use of the property as a parking lot, citing the 
exiting of cars on to Highland ave, as a 
danger to children and other automabiles and 
the increase in noise and congestion after 192 
ears daily begin using the lot. 

Others questioned hospital officials an who 
would use the lot and if precautions will be 
taken for their protection. Officials said only 
employees would use 22 Highland ave. and the 
hospital, nol the (own, would provide for their 
security at night. 

But most of the comments at Monday's 
hearing were on the major construction 
planned by the hospital. Officials said they 
didn’t know how much the new building will 

cost, nor how much space it will contain, 

They said il probably will have 35 more 
beds (it now has 200) and will contain ex- 
panded outpatient facilities. Alty. Speers said 
“the hospital doesn't want to grow’ but has 
been pressured into growing duc to the need 
to bring the public the best instrument care. 

Such expansion, he said, ‘will reduce the 
total medical cost lo the public." 

Francis A, Sarnie of 7 Valley rd. com- 
mented: ‘The addition is as large ns the 
existing hospital. If they didn't build the 
addition they wouldn't need a parking garage. 

Hospital officials said they have filed a 
letter of intent to build as required by the 
state. They also said cost of relocating Maple 
rd. will be borne by the hospital, as well as the 
relocation of utilities. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan said that if the 
hospital govs ahead with Its addition con- 
struction and the Lown doesn’t “provide some 


relief’ in parking, “we compound the 
problems for the neighborhood. We need an 
intermediate solution.” 

He said the hospital has considered many 
solutions to its parking problem, including 
cutting into the grassy strips along Highland 
ave., and found use of 22 Highland the best 
solution, Cars now park along winding, 
narrow Highland ave, 

The new garage would be located on the 
Fairmount side of the hospital. The present 
parking lot at the hospital would become an 
underground parking lot for doctors. On top af 
this doctors’ parking lot Ihe new addition 
would rise. 

The doctors’ ‘‘deck,"’ us hospital officials 
call it, would contain 90 spaces, During 
construction of the new building overhead, 
the “deck’ would be used for parking for 
construction workers’ cars, 

Alty. Speers said the School Committee 
will meet next weck to consider turning over 
22 Highland ave. to the town. If successfull, 
the next move will be to prepare a five-year 
lease and seek town meeting approval in 
March. 

If the state attorney general approves the 
town’s recently voted new zoning by-law, all 
the hospital land will be included in a ‘‘con- 
servancy-institutional” district. If not, Board 
of Appeal action will be required. 

Estimated cost of leveling the house at 22 
Highland ave. and blacktopping |s $100,000. 
The land, except for the demolished house, 
would be restored when the new garage 
opens. The lot at 22 Highland ave. would be 
fenced and screened, Atty. Speers said, 


“It's expensive parking for five years 
temporary use," he said. “But the hospital 
feels an obligation to its employees, visitors 
and neighbors to get the cars off the street. 

Speers said that approval of the present 
plans ‘‘would end the physical encroachment 
on the neighborhood." 


Neighbors Deride Hospital Officials

Winchester Hospital's board of trustees 
yi be asked to relinquish property it has 
acquired In recent years in the vicinity of the 
hospital and return it to the economy. 

On the suggestion of a hospital neighbor, 
board chairman Robert B. Kittredge 
promised at an open hearing last Thursday 
night to ask the trustees to resell property on 
Valley road (and beyond in a so-called buffer 
zone), Thls would be contingent on approval 
of the hospital's latest proposal for expansion 
to modernize and provide additional parking. 

The long-range plan calls for demolishing 
four houses, three owned by the hospital, and 
relocating Maple road in o westerly direc- 
tion,freeing space for new hospital medical 
facilities and permitting construction of 
underground parking. 

The increased parking would raise 
capacity from 195 to 600 cars on the hospital 
grounds, including underground parking fore 
425 cars. 

The addition to the hospital would not add 
to the present 200 beds,Kittredge said, but 
would allow for better medical facilities and 
permit bedrooms to be returned to

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More Honesty Needed 


Two reports appear in this week's Star on meetings between Winchester 
Hospital officials and the residents of the area and between hospital of- 
ficials and the Board of Selectmen Indicating that ‘‘facts’’ given at each 
meeting were different. 

For example, hospital officials told the public Thursday there were no 
new beds planned. They told the selectmen and the public Monday 35 new 
beds would be added. In addition, Admin\strator Reese E. James, Trustees 
President Robert B. Kittredge and Atty. William J. Speers Jr. told the 
Monday meeting it hasn't been determined how many square feet of space 
the planned new building will contain. 

Nor, they sald, has it been estimated how much the new building will 
cost. Yet the officlals exhibited architectural drawings of the proposed 
building. 

Maybe at this early stage in the hospital planning it’s impossible to give 
exact figures on cost and footage. But the hospital wasn't asked for exact 
figures. They were asked for approximations, They sald they didn’t have 
these figures, which is hard to believe. 

At one point Atty. Speers said the bullding would cost ‘'millions of 
dollars,’’ at another Administrator James said that though the hospital had 
an estimated figure in 1970, a cost figure today would be impossible to 
calculate because construction costs have risen from 12 to 14 percent. That 
should not be a difficult calculation to make if the hospital were willing to 
divulge its 1970 figure. 

Not too many persons in Winchester would argue against the hospital 
keeping up to date or even expanding its facilities to bring the best health 
care to residents of Winchester and surrounding communities. Winchester 
Hospital has long been recognized as an exemplary Institution as far as 
medical care goes. It has not, however, been an exemplary neighbor. 

Its failure to disclose fully what it has in mind has made many residents 
eynical of everything the hospital does. We have seen this attitude of 
keeping the public in the dark about tssues affecting the public for too long 
and in too many places, from Washington to Winchester. Its end result is 
only to delay things, create an atmosphere of distrust and make the publlc 
more determined than ever to get to the real facts. 

This newspaper and the Board of Selectmen have been on record for 
some time that they intend to ferret out all details of hospital expansion. 
» Still the hospital persists in delivering half the picture, stating they don't 

know the answers to questions that any Institution would have to have 
“before considering such a major undertaking as a new building. How can 
“ou even think about constructing a new building unless you already know 
= Now big it should be and how much it’s going to cost? 

* Those residents who own homes near Winchester Hospital have been 
» particularly hurt by the dilatory explanation of plans. They are unable to 
sell their homes because no one wants to buy a house under threat that the 
hospital might expand into its backyard. The owners are unable to flix up 
their homes because they don't know if their house ts on the list of homes to 
. be acquired, 
. The selectmen Monday had great praise for hospital officials. Lawrence 
| Smith was particularly lauditory for their willingness to ‘‘cooperate and 
compromise.’ This praise was touched off by the information that the 
hospital intends to get rid of 10 of the 15 houses !t has bought in recent years. 
* It’s getting rid of the houses because if the town approves its latest plan it 
will no longer need those houses. 

Mr. Smith's praise might have been better directed at the residents who 
have lived under this fear that thelr home might be next. The residents have 
stood it all with great patience. 

Hospital and town officials have pointed out that there is no guarantee 
that once this latest expansion 1s completed the hospital won’t embark on a 
new expansion program. They state that there will be no expansion for the 
foreseeable future. 

The residents of the Highland avenue area would do well to insist that the 
hospital trustees state this in writing. While admittedly such a paper would 
not be legally binding on a future hospital board of trustees, it would 
nevertheless present some ammunition should the hospital begin a new 
period of buying up homes.

“This is in regard to your medical bill of 
$64 for treatment al the Winchester Hospital 
on Oct. 16, 1973. Please find attached copy of 
my memorandum to the Chief of Police and 
the Fire Chief dated Nov. 20, 1973, along with 
copies of their responses. 

“IT have discussed this malter with Town 
Counsel Douglas A. Randall. He has advised 
me that in light of the reports from the Fire 
Department and the Police Department that 
the town cannot honor your claim. You will 
note that the Fire Chief advises that he has no 
record of any fire occurring in Winchester at 
the time of the incident. 

“In an effort to resolve this matter, 1 
telephoned Chief Leo McCabe of the Medford 
Fire Department to see if the City of Medford 
would honor your claim. Chief McCabe in- 
dicated that the city could only assume 
responsibility for claims when someone in 
official capacity with the Medford Fire 
Department actually requested assistance in 
fighting a fire or in some other emergency 
situation. 

“In addition, I called the MDC and at- 
tempted to determine what disposition they 
might make of your claim. [ was advised thal 
sucha claim should be filed with Mr. Richard 
R. Furbush, secretary to the Metropolitan 
District Commission. at 20 Somerset st., 
Boston. Mass. This claim would be evaluated, 
and a determination as to the Metropolitan 
District Commission liability would be made.

Board Position On 
Travel Criticized 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Having served for several years as a 
trustee of the Winchester Library, 1 was 
severely disappointed to see that the select- 
men have continued to reduce allotments for 
out-of-state travel. Similar action in the past 
has fallen particularly heavily on the head 
librarian since she serves with distinction in 
the national professional organization of 


librarians. 
Her duties require her to attend meetings 


twice a year outside of New England, and the 
cost of attendance, particularly in light of her 
modest salary, is not a small matter to her. 

In the past the selectment have arbitrarily 
made across-the-board percentage reduc- 
tions in requests for out-of-state travel. This 
has resulted in the librarian making per- 
sonal-payments for a portion of the cost of her 
attendance at meetings. 

1 thoroughly agree with the comptroller 
that requests for out-of-state travel should be 
dealt with individually. [ strongly disagree 
with the policy of the selectmen which limits 
such travel to New England. 

Winchester's librarian has undertaken 
professional responsibilities outside of the 
town which reflect favorably on the town and 
enhance her ability to serve the town. She 
assumed these responsibilities in good faith at 
a time when re-imbursement for her travel 
was a town policy. It is unfair to now reverse 
that policy. 

Incidentally, | would be curious to know 
what is this thing called ‘prince nez”’ which 
you referred to on Jan. 17 as being worn by 
library trustees. I can attest that none of the 
trustees during my tenure wore a pince nex, 
but I cannot say whether any of us ever wore 
a prince nez.

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Three Charged 
In Bank Heist 


Winchester resident James Edward 
Guimond, 33, was one of three men recently 
charged by a Federal grand Jury for armed 
robbery of the Suburban National Bank of 
Arlington, Woburn Plaza Branch, last Aug. 9. 

Resides Guimond, indictments charged 
Richard Alan Cepulonis, 26, of Worcester, and 
Francis David Lovell, 26, of West Boylston. 
ie lived on Brookside ave. (off Cross 

St). 

U.S. Attorney James N. Gabriel said each 
man was charged with two counts taking 
approximately $17,146 and using guns during 
the course of a robbery. 

Edward J. Lee, assistant U. S. attorney 
who presented the case to the federal grand 
jury, said the maximum penalty for the of- 
fenses is confinement up to 25 years or a fine 
of up to $10,000, or both. 

Last August, as they fled from the scene of 
the robbery, the men who robbed the bank 
headed for Winchester and took the Win- 
chester and Woburn police on a wild chase 
centered in the Cambridge street-Wildwood 
street area. 

Mrs. Ann H. Maselunas, 60, of 361 Main St. 
was caught In a crossfire between the fleeing 
Tobbers and police. She was injured by 
shattered glass. 

Early the following morning the car used 
in the robbery was found in a wooded area 
across from the J. H. Winn Co. on Washington 
Street. 

Later federal agents arrested two suspects 
in New York City. They were charged with 
possession of firearms, a federal offense, and 
have been in custody since that time. 

The Winchester man was arrested in 
Malden in early November on gun and drug 
charges. He has been incarcerated at the 
Billerica House of Correction since then. 

It is reported that indictments were 
brought about through the cooperative efforts 
of area police, state police and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation.

Drinking Seen 
As Exaggerated 


Reports of widespread drunkenness and 
disorder at Friday night's dance at Lynch 
Junior High School appear exaggerated 
sere. to the police and the school prin- 
cipal. 

Officer Joseph N. Perritano, on a detail 
that night at the dance, said, ‘It wasn't bad at 
all. There were a couple of kids who had been 
drinking. We brought them into the office. 
Their parents came and took them home.” 

Lt. John McHugh of the Police Depart- 
ment said the desk received a call from an 
excited parent on Cambridge street at 10 p.m.

Donahue Battling Voke School Committee 


The legal counsel for the regional 
vocationa) high school has been appointed its 
contract negotiator over the strong objection 
of Winchester’s representative. 

Gerard P. Donahoe feels the two duties 
should be separate in order for the board to 
obtain the services of a specialist in contract 
negotiation. 

Regional School Committeeman Donahoe 
also feels that the committee’s legal counsel, 
Sherin & Lodgen, has submitted a bill for 
services in excess of what it would have been 
had the regional committee hired a specialist. 

The bill from the firm for eight months of 
part-time counseling comes to $20,300, which 
Donahoe feels is excessive. 

Donahoe also points out to The Winchester 
Star that he informed the regional school 
committee of the state law limiting to $5,000 
the amount of money a committee may pay to 
lega) counsel. 

Ch. 71, Sec. 37 E states: “The school 
committee of a city or town may employ legal 
counsel in connection with collective 
bargaining with employee organizations for 
school employees, may expend money 
therefor from the funds appropriated by said 
city or town for school purposes provided, 
however, that no such money shall be ex- 
pended in excess of five thousand dollars 
without the prior approval of the mayor, the 
city manager in a city... or the board of 
selectmen, Said legal counsel shall not be 
subject to the provisions of section nine A of 
chapter 30 or the provisions of Ch. 31.” 

Ch. 71, Sec. 37 F states the same sen- 
timents except that it substitutes for 
“collective bargaining” the words “general 
purposes.” 

Donahoe said that as a result of his protest 
to the committee he was appointed to a 
subcommittee composed of two members lo 
study the matter. 

“From Nov. 15, 1973, to Dec. B, 1973, we 
contacted the Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees; the Regional Vocational 
School requested information and research 
from other members of the committee.” 

As a result of the subcommittee work, the 
School Committee in December agreed to 
separale the duties of legal counsel and 
negotiator.

On Jan. 10 of this year, the committee 
voted to appoint Sherin & Lodgen the contract 
negotiator, thus nullifying the recom- 
mendation of the subcommittee. 

In a recent issue, The Daily Item of 
Wakefield reported that an item of $35,000 for 
the Schoo) Committee for legal services and 
audits was slashed to $12,000 ($7,500 for legal 
counsel and $5,000 for labor relations and 
negotiations) on a motion of Donahoe, backed 
by Philip McAuliffe of Wakefield, Barry, 
Robert McCarthy of Chelsea and John Con- 
nolly of Woburn on a 5-3 vote. 

Property Accountant 

A “new” post of property accountant won 
easily, The Item reported recently. Donahoe 
and Connolly were opposed. 

An attempt last summer to set up a 
position of purchasing agent failed when 
Donahoe rallied some other members against 
the move, maintaining its creation was un- 
necessary. 

Donahoe says the teachers in the school 
district ratified the contract prior to the 
School Committee. Another member of the 
regional board, Joseph Barry of Stoneham, 
has called the last contract negotiated with 
the teachers “‘a gift to the teachers.” 

While urging the committee to continue 
Sherin & Lodgen as legal counsel, member 
John Pacine of Reading urged ‘the com- 
mittee to be sensible and accept a specialist in 
the field of negotiations.” 

Donahoe said that the negotiating sub- 
committee made 10 recommendations which 
were approved by the committee and the 
contract was supposed to have been drawn by 
the school’s attorney. 

He said the attorney, George Walstein, “in 
an unheard of action, bid the teachers ratify 
the contract before it was presented to the 
committee and additional changes had been 
made.” 

Donahoe stated further, according to the 
official] minutes of the hoard meeting, that “in 
4 breakdown of the attorney’s hill for an 
eight month period It showed $6,000 for 
negotiations bul actually $13,000 was for labor 
negotiations and $7,000 for litigation and other 
matters.” 

Barry said the negotiations with the 
Northeast Teachers’ Association was the first 


experience of Sherin & Lodgen with labor 
negotiations. 

Donahoe said Atty. Walstein doesn’t 
consider grievances, fact finding and ap- 
pearances before the labor relations board 
and other labor related matters as part of 
labor negotiation but rather as general legal 
services. 

Donahoe maintains that the position of 
property accountant is similar to purchasing 
agent. 

Donahoe at a recent meeting reminded 
committee members discussing budgets that 
the budget over three years would be Jower by 
$115,000 had they followed his recom- 
mendation last year on school bus contracts. 

At the time the committee sent out for 
bidding bus contracts for one, two and three 
years ina stated effort to see which would be 
lower. 

Though the three-year contract was 
$115,000 lower than the one year contract 
totaled for three years, the committee 
awarded the bus bid to the Fiore Bus Co., 
which was the lowest to bid on the one-year. 

This year’s annual operating budget for 
the school is estimated at $5.2 million, after 
$400,000 was cut from the original request. 
There are about 1,200 students in the school 
from 12 communities. 

The following is a report from The Item: 


A subcommittee reported that there was 
“confusion'' at the school regarding roles in 
the financial structure, that everything is not 
being done, that job descriptions are not 
accurate, that no accurate Inventory of 
equipment and supplies is available, that 
some funds in the school are not being han- 
dled by the business office, and that some 
departments were doing work for consumers 
without prompt payment.

Finance Group Wants: 


The Finance Commiltee is asking the town 
to consider closing Wyman School in the face 
of decreasing elementary enrollments and 
the need for renovation of the school. 

“Finance can only suggest and advise,” 
said John A. Sutherland, head of the sub- 
committee working with the School Depart- 
ment on its ever increasing budget. ‘I heard 
rumors that the Finance Committee is closing 
the school.” 

Such a move to close a school building can 
only come through action by the School 
Committee, Sutherland pointed out, and the 
School Committee hasn't even formally 
considered that action, according to Supt. 
William C. MacDonald, 

“As far as I’m concerned as a superin- 
tendant,"’ MacDonald said, ‘I can't see how it 
could possibly be done this year.” 

MacDonald said considerable study would 
be required prior to any decision on closing a 
school building. 

He said if school enrollment continues its 
downward trend, then the possibility Wyman 
might be closed could be considered. “But we 
are not certain the trend will continue.” 

Winchester elementary school enrol)ment 
has declined by 125 pupils in each of the last 
two years, not a long enough period, ac- 
cording to MacDonald, to make such a major 
decision as closing a school, 

Subcommittee chairman Sutherland said 
his group composed of nine members of the 
town’s appointed Finance Committee is only 
asking town boards and committees to think 
about possibly closing Wyman in the future. 

“We (Finance) wouldn't have the 
knowledge to ask for its closing. It would 
require tremendous study. We would have to ~ 
see whether the present population trend 
continues.... 

“The town has to look at the school budget 
as it goes up every year. And it’s going lo go 
up every year,”’ he said of certain built-in 
expenses which rise beyond the control of the 
town. 

He sald those concerned with the school 
budget should ask themselves: ‘Are there 
areas where you could suggest sizeable 
reductions?” 

Subcommittee chairman Sutherland sald 
his group noticed ‘‘a sizeable figure to 
renovate Wyman and other elementary

schools" on this year’s Schoo! Department 
budget now being scrutinized by the com- 
mittee. 

“We thought we would batter it around 
among ourselves: if the school population is 
declining, should we continue putting money 
into renovation?” 

ff a school is to be closed, why Wyman? 
First, it is considered ripe for renovation. 
Second, it is located between the two-year ald 
Ambrose and the New Lincoln School, the 
latter opened this year after extensive 
renovation. 

Supt MacDonald commented: ‘There are 
a number of parents who moved to this town, 
and a number who have lived here for years, 
who are much in favor of the neighborhood 
concept of schools. 

“At a midnight hour you don't just say: 
Hey! Close the school. There is strong - 
parental feeling against it.’ 

MacDonald said that prior to the opening 
of New Lincoln, ‘‘a couple of the (elementary) 
schools were crowded.” The opening of the 
New Lincoln allowed the School Department 
to ‘free up space in the others—Mystie and 
(new) Lincoln.” 

MacDonald said prior to the opening of 
New Lincoln, the libraries in some of the 
schools were operating out of closets and 
there were inadequate—even non existent— 
facilities for art and music, as well as 
libraries. 

The decline in school enrollment has 
allowed “us to provide equal opportunity for 
all kids. We now have a library at Mystic,” 
Supt. MacDonald sald. 

A number of other persons mention the 
uncertainty over the future of St. Mary's 
elementary school, which two years ago was 
on the verge of shutting down. If St. Mary's 
closed, those pupils would be fed into the 
public school system. 

Sutherland said there has been good 
cooperation between the School Committee 
and Finance in “reducing the budget in all 
areas.” 

He indicated that figures on this year's 
school budget are not ready for release, ‘We 
are running behind everything this year, We 
have all the school budgets In rough form.”

James Lane, chairman of the committee, 
said that of the 39 budgets received action has 
been taken on 27. He said the school budgets 
were received over the weekend and that the 
commiltee has not had time to act on them 
yet. 

The recommendations the committee has 
made by next week will be printed, said Lane, 
and a supplement will be added for the late 
budgets. 


Rumors this week thal the Wyman School 
might be closed down are partially true, 
according to Lane. He said the committee has 
discussed the possibility informally since 
“the elementary school population 1s 
decreasing."’ He said a suggestion has been 
made to the School Department. 


“It looks economically reasonable,” sald 
Lane, ‘that it would be ok to shut down a 
school in two or three years rather than 
upgrade it." 

The phasing out of the Forestry Depart- 
ment was also discussed informally at 
Monday night’s meeting. Lane said the 
committee has taken the position for many 
years that it would be more feasible to have 
the work done by outside contract. 


“We're looking at it over a period of time,” 
he said, “so that its people could be con- 
solidated into other departments. This is a 
decision that only the selectmen can make, 
though. We can only recommend.” 


The committee has discussed the article 
containing an appropriation for a new car for 
the fire chief although they haven't received 
the article yet from the selectmen. Lane said, 
“We're not convinced yet that he needs a new 
car. 


A majority of the budgets not received, 
said Lane, are for new personnel. He said a 
“substantial” number of new positions are 
being requested. He also added that the “town 


faces the distinction of having 12 extra people 
if the incinerator ever gets shut down.”

Selectmen’s Race Shaping Up 


There are now four men in the running for 
two selectmen’s seats this year. {Sorry, 
women, but they are men!) The fifth, Walton 
Gagel, didn't file his papers—which means he 
has dropped. 

Two of those running, Arthur Dunbar and 
John Sullivan, are incumbents, which 
automatically in Winchester gives them an 
edge of sorts since the voters in this town 
never seem to become familiar with their 
candidates and keep the same people in office 
year after year. 

But the Board of Selectmen (along with the 
School Committee) has been an exception to 
this philosophy. They have had a tradition of 
no candidate serving more than one term. A 
few years ago that was broken and several 
have followed to go for two terms. 

This year for the first time in history a 
selectman is going for a third term. He's John 
Sullivan, Limiting, either voluntarily or in- 
voluntarily, the number of terms has been a 
creditable tradition. [t has made the board 
responsive and brought in a continually fresh 
supply of ideas. 

But the loss of John Sullivan on the board 
of selectmen would be sorely felt. He has the 
most experience and intelligence. In his 
absence, the board founders without direc- 
tion. 

When he is present he contributes 
significant insight into the operation of town 
affairs, introduces a needed levity into the 
discussions of the board and peppers the 
meetings with wit and clarity. Sullivan's 
modus operandi extends to town meeting and 
non-public functions of town government. 

Few if any predict there is any serious 
challenge to Sullivan's seat. Whether in- 
cumbent Dunbar can hold on to the other seat 
for a second three-year term is another 
matter. 

Last year Eugene Rotondi came in third 
after Lawrence T. Smith and William G. 
Chapman.~He was only 100 votes behind 
Chapman in a five-man (sorry, women-—why 
don't you run some time?) race with two 
other Italians running. 

In a town where ethnic background plays 
an important role in elections, being an 
Italian can prove a considerable boost in 
elections since Italians are heavy ethnic 
voters. 

This year Rotondi and Scotti will be 
fighting for a large share of the Italian vote 
between them. Dunbar could be in trouble, a 
lot of people are declaring. But I wouldn’t be 
so quick to agree. That label incumbent is 
very important in this town. 

Dunbar, while he has lacked visibility, has 
been a competent selectman. He can also 
count on a Jarge Italian vote because of 
geography and family background. 

Gagel says he has dropped because he’s 
going into surgery Feb. 10 and his doctor told 
him he shouldn't run. “I will be inactive 
many, many weeks," he said. 

He won't return to school until the end of 
March—he's a teacher at Lynch—because of 
this second operation on his knee. He said he 
thanks all those persons in town who sup- 
ported his candidacy. 

Gage) and thé fourth candidate, Mike 
Scotti, were motivated to run, they say, 
because of a dearth of interest in the annual 
election at the beginning of the campaign 
season. Scotti is an intelligent young man who 
works for his father at Scotti & Co., 7 
Waterfield rd. 

Scotti has been a real estate broker for 10 
years. He is an easy going person who should 
be able to contribute quite a bit to Win- 
chester’s politica) life.

Last year, 
the hospital said it needed 325 new spaces. 

But the new “multi-level parking facility” 
(not a garage!) will provide 425 new spaces. 
So the hospital will be ahead of the game. 

The Board of Selectmen this week took 
some positive action toward getting the op- 
posing sides together. Patrick D. Murphy of 
29 Highland ave. wrote the board: 

“I would like to make a suggestion. We 
recognize a problem. The hospital recognizes 
a problem. The town recognizes it. Now, if we 
could create a ceasefire in the Neareast we 
certainly should be able to get together in 
Winchester. 

“I would like to propose the formation of a 
committee composed of local property 
owners, representatives of town government 
and representatives of the hospital to work 
out a solution that will improve the neigh- 
borhood and enhance the value of local 
property." 

Well, what the selectmen did was send a 
letter to the hospital asking that In future 
planning they ask some of the neighbors to 
serve on a decision-making committee and to 
serve as liason between the hospital and the 
other neighbors. Not quite what Murphy had 
in mind. But better than nothing.

Not so positive was the selectmen’s 
Inaction in taking a position on schoo! budget 
autonomy. Way back in November the 
Massachusetts Selectmen's Assoc, asked 
boards of selectmen to support legislation 
allowing town meetings to cut school budgets 
by a four-fifths vote, 

The Winchester selectmen put the matter 
off. This week the Northborough Board of 
Selectmen asked the Winchester selectmen to 
seek town meeting approval to file a bill in the 
legislature allowing Winchester in some way 
to control 70 to 80 percent of its school budget. 

Of course it’s too late for our selectmen to 
do anything. The deadline for town meeting 
articles has passed. In true fashion, the board 
handled a possibly embarrassing situation by 
doing nothing about it.

superintendent-director is recognized as an 
integral part of all school operatlons. 

Due to a split between Pacino and 
McCarthy on the question of the district 
treasurer, that position is pul aside until a 
future meeling for discussion.

Today’s Health Out Of Date, 


Says Public Health Official 


Health programs today are out of date 
because legislative guidelines for nurses and 
doctors are those passed in the carly 1900's. 
This statement was made by Pr. Rosamond 
Murdock, director of school health, division 
of family health services, Dept. of Public 
Health, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, as 
she addressed members of the Winchester 
Visiting Nurse Assn. on the occasion of their 
75 anniversary. 

Murdock said the outdated system 
separates the health program from the 
physical education and Junch programs in- 
stead of coordinating them into one health 
education program stressing preventative 
medicine. 

She deplored an outdated system of 
superintendent of schools and school 
committees which are nol experienced in 
hiring school nurses. She said professional 
nurses should be required in all schools. 

Murdock said regulations and changes in 
child health practices are different today than 
they were in the 40’s. The 70’s brought school 
health and child health together, she said. 

She criticized schools for not having health 
counseling. She pointed to health 
examinations as being routine and said 
purents are not informed of their children’s 
health through conferences. She feels con- 
ferences between parents, teachers and 
experience from habyhood to college.

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preventative medicine through health 
counseling in three fields: social,physical and 
mental. Priorities are drugs, venereal 
diseases, pregnancies, health hyglene and 
bayenelpgical and social adjustments, she 
sald. 


Murdock stressed school health programs 
should be early with periodle screening 
through physical examinations and con- 
ferences.

Learning Problems 
Will Be Discussed 


Dr. C. Keith Conners, director of the child 
development laboratory at Massachusetts 
General Hospital who studied Winchester 
children with learning disabilities, will speak 
at an open meeting on Feb, 5 at 7:30 p.m. on 
research and development at the Winchester 
High School cafeteria. 

Conners is director of the Beacon School, a 
new day school for children with special 
learning problems. He is a child psychologist 
specializing in treatment of children with 
learning disabilities, brain dysfunction and 
hyperkinesis.

Sachems Win No. 13; 
Edge Burlington, 62-60

The Winchester High School basketball 
team won its 13th consecutive game Tuesday 
night at Burlington, qualifying for the 
Eastern State (Tech) Tourney. 

Coach Vandy French’s quintet became one 
of the first teams to officially qualify. Coming 
on Jan. 29, this is the earliest date ever for 
any Sachem quintet, even those in the halcyon 
days of Ted Bartlett's great teams of the 
1950's. 

But the 13 jinx was not the only thing that 
made it a hard earned victory. A far greater 
factor was the absence of Co-captain Tim 
Porter due to an infection. Tim's steady play, 
and particularly his rebounding, were sorely 
missed by his teammates. 

This enabled Aza Haneef, the best player 
for the Red Devils to grab the ball off the 
boards at both ends while tossing in 21 big 
points. Ability to convert foul shots proved the 
deciding element with the Sachems con- 
verling 22 for an amazing 88 percent. 


They took a three point lead in the first 
quarter, stretched to five at half time, with 
the score board reading: Winchester 35, 
Burlington 30. 

The home team came out for the second 


half determined to close the gap. Over the 
first four minutes they racked up six points 
while Winchester was limited to only two. The 
Sachems kept losing the ball on erratic 
passes, inconsistent rebounding. 

Co-captain Mike Heffernan was forced to 
the sidelines with four fouls against him. The 
Red Devils capitalized on the Winchester 
letdown and went ahead by six points. A hoop 
at the six minute mark, another by John 
Zanoli at the 7:20 point, and a pair of fouls by 
Sandy Bigelow made it a tie game at 43 all as 
the third period ended.

At the Jan. 23 dinner meeting of the 
Winchester Kiwanis Club, Ted Flaherty, 
juvenile probation officer of the Malden 
District Court, presented a program on the 
juvenile and the courts. 

Flaherty talked about the administrative 
organization of the juvenile district court 
which has 10 officers responsible for the cilies 
of Malden, Medford, Everett, Melrose and 
Wakefield. 

The focal pvint of the workings of the court 
is to work with and rehabilitale the Juvenile 
offender, youths from uge seven to his 17th 
birthday, he said. Based on the fact that 85 
percent of adult prisoners were juvenile 
delinquents, extensive investigation is made 
into the causes of the youths’ offenses with the 
intent to correct them, thus avoiding in- 
carceration, he said. 


Many cases evolve from parent neglect, 
thus both the youth and the parents are 
counseled, he said. In most cases where the 
offender is from a broken home, he is entered 
into residency programs consisting of 
psychiatric and social ald, Flaherty com- 
mented. 

A feeling of success and achievement is 
fostered in these programs in order to 
overcome the common feeling of despair by 
the juvenile; in this way, explained Flaherty, 
the goal of the juvenile court—to make a 
productive citlzen of the youth by treatment 
rather than commitment-is being realized. 

Proof that the court's attitude is successful 
is the fact that in 1968 there were one 
thousand juveniles considered delinquents 
and imprisoned, he said. Today there are only 
17 who are incorriglble, he said.

Discussion of community use of schools 
took up the major portion of the School 
Committee meeting Monday night 

Supt. William C. MacDonald met with 
student Michael Meagher to discuss a student 
proposal for community and out-of-town use 
of shop facilities in the high school.
